WEEK-LONG NATO WINTER SESSION OPENS IN BRUSSELS 
OW081900 Beijing XINHUA in English 1837 GMT 8 Dec 81 


[Text] Beijing, December 8 (XINHUA)--A week-long winter session of the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization opened in Brussels Monday, with the start of the 
meeting of the organization's Eurogroup as a prelude, according to reports 
received here. 


Discussions reportedly are expected to be dominated by the questions of East-West 
relations against the backdrop of U.S.-Soviet nuclear arms reduction talks in 
Geneva, Spain's accession to NATO and the new Greek government's attitude toward 
Western European defense problems. 


Eurogroup, which groups defense ministers from 11 NATO member states except the 
United States, Canada, France and Iceland from the NATO planning committee, 
Monday discussed U.S.-Soviet talks, growing anti-nuciear mass demonstrations in 
Western Europe, standardization of weapons and technical cooperation. The group 
also discussed ways of improving communication and the need to maintain NATO's 
nuclear deterrent. 


The defense ministers were reported to have agreed that replies to growing 
anti-nuclear missile campaigns must be left to individual governments because 

of widely-different political situations. The ministers agreed that the campaigns 
were increasing fear about the multiplication of nuclear armaments and "should 

not be dismissed lightly." 


The meeting adjourned Monday because Greece's representative did not agree to a 
communique dealing with Spain's application for NATO membership and U.S.-Soviet 
talks on medium-range nuclear missiles in Western Europe. However, Greece lifted 
its objection today when Greek Prime Minister and Defense Minister Andreas 
Papandreou attended an Eurogroup meeting. 


In his policy statement to the Greek Congress in late November, Papandreou proposed 
the dissolution of the two military blocks--NATO and Warsaw Pact--and demanded 
the closure of U.S. military bases in Greece. 











Shortly after arriving in Brussels Monday, Papandreou held a one-hour talk with 
U.S. Defense Secretary Caspar Weinberger. Both sides said after their meeting 
that they had conducted "a global review of Greek defense problems and NATO 
problems" and described the talks as “useful and encouraging." 


Defense ministers fro»; 13 NATO member states except France and Iceland tolay 
began a two-day session of the defense planning committee. 


A meeting of the ministerial council to be attended by 15 NATO foreign ministers 
is scheduled for Thursday and Friday. The ministers reportedly will sign the 
protocol for Spain's entry into NATO at the meeting.

[Text] Brussels, December iO (XINHUA)--Maintenance of NATO solidarity and a 
deterrent force was stressed by Canadian Secretary of State of External Affairs 
Mark MacGuigan in his opening cddress at the winter session of the North 
Atlantic Council here this morning. 


MacGuigan, current honorary president of the council, said: "We are meeting 
today at a critical period in the history of the alliance." 


He noted, “Above all, we must maintain our solidarity. Without it, the Soviet 
Union would not have been brought to the negotiating table and success there 
will not be possible unless alliance solidarity ‘s maintained in complete 
support of the 1979 two-track decision." 


Stressing the necessity to maintain an effective deterrent force, he said that 
the Soviet Union has been quietly but resolutely building up its nuclear and 
conventional forces. It has shown by its invasion and continuous occupation 
of Afghanistan that it is prepared to resort to military force in pursuit of 
what it considers to be its national interests. Unfortunately, the serious 
implications of these developments were not perceived among large segments 

of people. 


He said there must be no backing down from NATO's resulve to counter the Soviet 
threat. "We have, however, now shown more clearly to all who desire peace our 
alternative to unilateral disarmament," he added. 


The fifteen foreign ministers from NATO member states attended the two-day meeting.

[Text] Brussels, December 8 (XINPUA)- Chairman cf NATO's military committee, 
Admiral Robert Falls of Canada told reporters here today that the NA‘O commanders 
have painted a picture for the defense ministerial conference that the Soviet 
military threat causes concern among the allies. 


The defen-2 ministerial conference bvgaa here today and ends tomorrow to review 
the alliance’s auclear and conventional military readiness. 


Admiral Falls, who chaired the menting of NATO's chiefs of staff yesterday, 
szid the situation is serious but not hopeless. 


The chiefs of staff, according to a press release, are worried about the Soviet 
military expansion. They warned that the Soviets have made great efforts during 
the past years to improve their maritime, airborne and amphibious forces, 

flexible force organization and logistical supports in an attempt to project power 
and influence into areas distant from Soviet borders. 


Admiral Falls said conventional forces have become terribly important which NATO must 
maintain at a level capable of containing any conventional threat. 


Nevertheless, he said, NATO's common infrastructure funds have not yet reached an 
adequate level the military committee would like t» see. NATO doesn't have a 
technological verge over the Warsaw Pact, and couldn't afford a var at present, 
he pointed out. 


Admiral Falls said he had no reason to believe the Russians Lave stopped 
deployment of SS-20 missiles since the United States and the Soviet Union renewed 
their talks in Geneva on November 30, 


The Admiral expressed the hope that Greece would remzin as a full member in 
NATO's military structure. He said the negotiation on relevant disputes between 
Greece and Turkey is still going on under the auspices of Generai Bernard kogers, 
NATO's supreme commander of allied powers in Europe.

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NATO FOREIGN MINISTERS MEET IN BRUSSELS

[Text] Beijing, December 11 (XINHUA)--A North Atlantic Treaty Organization's 
ministerial council meeting opened in Brussels Thursday with discussions 
centered on U.S.-Soviet talks on limiting medium-range nuclear weapons in 
Europe and the modernization of NATO's medium-range nuclear arsenal, according 
to reports from Brussels. 


The first session was attended by the foreign ministers of the 15 nations and 
chaired by Canadian Foreign Minister Mark MacGuigan. The ministers also will 
discuss such issues as the Middle East, Afghanistan and Poland. 


Paul Nitze, chief U.S. negotiator in the Geneva talks, made a special trip to 
Brussels to brief the ministerial council on the talks. NATO sources quoted 
him as saying that the atmosphere in the negotiations was "positive" with "no 
variation or flexibility" on previously stated Soviet positions. 


Nitze cautioned the ministerial council that the talks were at a preliminary 
stage, explaining it was too soon for a timetable. The United States would keep 
NATO allies fully informed of developments, he said. 


U.S. officials said Nitze's briefing was well received and that other NATO 
foreign ministers fully approved the U.S. position in the negotiations afd 
supported NATO plans for the deployment of medium-range nuclear missiles in 
Western Europe to give the United States' negotiating stance credibility. 


The foreign ministers also heard a lengthy assessment of world problems from 
U.S. Secretary of State Alexander Haig at the start of the two-day meeting. 
NATO sources said he called for allied unity and a tough approach to help 
achieve Soviet restraint. 


Referring to the latest ban on American travel to Libya, Haig said the United 
States could not rule out additional measures. Recently, U.S. officials were 
reported to have suggested possible punitive actions against Libya suc: as 
banning imports of Libyan oil into the United States. Haig, however, encountered 
a cool response from U.S. allies. French external affairs minister Claude 
Cheysson said France opposes such sanctions. 





At Thursday's meeting, Cheysson called for a continuing U.S. and Canadian role 


in European defense and said NATO should maintain adequate strength in conventional 
and nuclear weapons. 


British Foreign Secretary Lord Carrington said he hoped the ongoing Geneva talks 
would help allay the growing concern in Western Europe about nuclear weapons. 


The foreign ministers Thursday signed the protocol of Spain's membership in NATO 


and approved a declaration calling for additional international cooperation to 
combat terrorism. 


The meeting is scheduled to conclude today.

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GREEK PRIME MINISTER COMMENTS ON NATO STANCE

[Text] Beijing, December 9 (XINHUA)--Greek Prime Minister Andreas Papandreou 
told reporters in Brussels Tuesday that Greece will "partially suspend" the 
Rogers Agreement under which Greece rejoined NATO's integrated military 
structure last year, according to reports received here. 


Papandreou, attending the winter session of the North Atlantic Treaty Organiza- 
tion, in Brussels, announced that a process of "disengagement" from the 
agreement has begun. 


"It is not a question of renegotiating it," he said. "It is a question of 
suspending those parts of it which are contrary to our national interests." 


The prime minister declined to elaborate further. But when referring to the 
Rogers Agreement, he said, "We did not accept this arrangement, which is 
militarily and politically unacceptable." 


"I must emphasise that the Greek side observes until now all its obligations 
concerning the commitment of forces, early warning information, use of national 
space for NATO exercises and so on," he said. 


Greece ..ithdrew from NATO's military wing following the outbreak of disputes with 
Turkey concerning Cyprus in August 1974 and rejoined it only last year under an 
agreement sponsored by Rogers, the supreme commander of the allied powers in 
Europe. 


However, during recent Greek general elections Papandreou advocated Greece's 
withdrawal from NATO and the closure of the U.S. military base in Greece. 


NATO sources said Papandreou rejected the agreement because it gives Greece and 
Turkey overlappin,, responsibilities for military air traffic over the Aegean Sez. 
The withdrawal from the Rogers Agreement is unlikely to affect Greece's ground 
communications and naval commitments to NATO, sources said. 

Diplomatic sources at the NATO winter session said Greece is seeking a special 
status or an accommodation and more likely will remain in the NATO military wing.

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U.S., EEC DISCUSS TRADE, ECONOMIC ISSUES

[Text] Brussels, December 11 (XINHUA)--The United States and the European 
Economic Community (EEC) opened talks here today in an effort ‘to ease their 
strained trade and economic relations in the past few months. 


The talks, the first between the two sides at a high level since President 
Ronald Reagan's inauguration last January, were dominated by the discussion 
of EEC's low-priced steel and subsidized agricultural produce exports to the 
United States. 


Observers here held that the two sides are trying to remove misunderstanding 
and avoid a political confrontation which economic issues may lead to. 


The U.S. side was led by Secretary of State Alexander Haig and the EEC side 
by the EEC Commission President Gaston Thorn. 


On the steel issue, the U.S. reportedly pressed the EEC to curb its steel 
exports. But the EEC reminded the U.S. of the "very modest share"--only 
5 per cent--of its steel in the U.S. market. It pointed out that steel 
exports to the U.S. were held at a reasonable level this year. 


On agriculture issue, the U.S. held that European agricultural produce posed a 
growing threat to the U.S. export markets. But the EEC maintained that the 
U.S. concern is unjustified and that EEC's common agriculture policy is an 
essential component of European construction and its principles cannot be 
discussed. It noted that Europe buys 9 billion dollars worth of farm produce 
a year from the U.S. while its exports to the U.S. are only 2 billion dollars. 


Discussions in more detail will be held this evening and tomorrow. 


At a joint press conference given by Haig and Thorn after the talks, Haig said 
that the U.S. attaches importance to the partnership with the EEC and will 
strengthen coordination and cooperation with it. He said that he was pleased 
with the atmosphere during the talks but warned that "the weather ahead will 
be stormy."

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NATO COUNCIL MEETING ENDS

[Text] Brussels, December 12 (XINHUA)--The North Atlantic Council's winter 
ministerial session wound up here this afternoon with a final communique 
criticizing the continued Soviet military buildup and its destabilising 
activities in the world. 


During the two-day conference which studied and discussed the world situation 

in all its aspects, the ministers agreed to continue the allied policy of 
deterrence and defence as well as arms control, and at the same time to strengthen 
the unity within the alliance. 


The ministers declared that in light of the Soviet Union's continued military 
buildup and as long as a solid foundation of trust has not been established, 
the allies have no choice but to dissuade any potential aggressor by making it 
clear that they have the strength and the will to resist. 





"Soviet destabilising activities persist in various parts of the world and cast 

doubt on their readiness to work for a real reduction of tension,” the final 

communique said. "The occupation of Afghanistan continues, against the 

increasing resistance of the Afghan people and in the face of repeated inter- 

national demands for Soviet withdrawal. Soviet refusal to respond to these 

demands constitutes a menace to the stability of the region, endangers inter- 

national peace and security and seriously impedes improvements in East-West | 
relations." In these circumstances the alliance is resolved to strengthen its 
capacity to deter aggression and defend peace. 


The ministers expressed their support for the determination of the United States 
to ensure the deterrent capabilities of its strategic forces. In face of the 
Warsaw Pact's massive conventional and nuclear forces, the alliance has to maintain 
a nuclear capability, since disarmament has not reached a satisfactory level. 

The only sure way of preventing intimidation and war is to ensure a stable 

balance of forces between East and West, they stressed. 


The participants declared they will remain committed to vigorous efforts in all 
appropriate forums to achieve substantial, balanced and verifiable arms limitations 
and reductions. They expressed full support for President Reagan's four-point 
agenda in his speech of 18 November 1981, and for the U.S. negotiating approach 
to the current Geneva talks. 








Mr Nitze, the American representative to the Geneva talks, introduced to the 
conference "every detail" of the process and progress in the negotiation 
so far. The ministers welcomed the U.S. good will in consulting with its 
allies, and noted that implementation of the INF [Intermediate-Range Nuclear 


Forces] modernization plan is continuing and can be altered only by a fair and 
effective arms control agreement. 


As in the past the conference emphasized once again the needs of enhancing 
cohesion and cooperation among allies. Mr Haig told newsmen that the conference 


is significant also in demonstrating clearly that "through respect of diversities" 


in alliance, it could continue united with a "common value." 


The next ministerial meeting of the NATO council will be held in Luxembourg on 
the 17th and 18th May, 1982.

REAGAN URGES U.S. CITIZENS TO LEAVE LIBYA

[Text] Washington, December 10 (XINHUA)--President Reagan today urged all 
Americans in Libya to leave that country "as soon as possible" and declared 
U.S. passports for travel to Libya invalid. 


Deputy Secretary of State William Clark said today this action was taken 
"because of the danger which the Libyan regime poses to American citizens." 


"In the past six months Libya has broadened and accelerated its efforts to 
undermine neighboring states and to work against U.S. interests. As a 
consequence, the security climate for American citizens in Libya has worsened," 
Ciark said. 


The deputy secretary said he has asked American companies with U.S. personnel 
working in Libya to "cooperate in this matter." 


The number of American citizens in Libya is estimated at 1,500. 


A formal notice restricting travels to Libya made known today said "this action 
is required by the unsettled relations between the United States and “he govern- 
ment of Libya, and the increased threat of hostile acts against Amric: ns." 


President Reagan said on December 7 that he had "evidence" that Libva's ‘eader 
Col. Mu'ammar al-Qadhdhafi had sent assassination teams to murder to, inking 
U.S. officials. But al-Qadhdhafi denied the accusation in an interview with an 
American TV correspondent. 


The Reagan administration has long been concerned by the pattern of Libya's 
policies towards the United States and other countries, according to government 
sources. Libya-related issues have been under high level review for many months, 
and the review is continuing as the decisions are announced today, and other 
political, diplomatic and economic measures are being considered.

[Text] United Nations, December 9 (XINHUA)--The Security Council announced nine 
cundidates for the secretary-general of the United States here today after 

Kurt Waldheim and Salim A. Salim withdrew from council's further balloting 

for the post. 


The nine new candidates are all from the Third World. Among tiiem, seven are 
from Latin America and two from Asia. They are: Mr. Carlos Ortiz de Rozas, 
ambassador of Argentina to the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland; Mr. Sadruddin Aga Khan (Iranian), special consultant and charge de 
mission to the secretary-general of the United Nations; Mr. Javier Perez de Cuellar 
(Peruvian), former under-secretary-general for special political affairs of the 
United Nations; Sir Shridath Ramphal (Guyanese), secretary-general of the 
commonwealth secretariat; Dr. Jorge Illucea, minister for external relations 

of Panama; Mr. Rafael M. Salas (the Philippines), under-secretary-general 

and executive director of the United Nations Fund for Population Activities; 
Mr. Radha Krishna Ramphul, permanent representative of Mauritius to the 

United Nations; Dr. Carlos Julio Arosemana-Monroy, ex-constitutional president 
of Ecuador; and Mr. Santiago Quijano-Caballero (Colombian), former director, 
office of inter-agency affairs, United Nations office in Geneva. 


The council will meet on Friday to make a test on who will have the good chance 


to win by informal secret balliits. The outcome of informal ballots will help 
these candidates decide whether or not to withdraw from formal balloting.

HAIG ARTICLE HOPES ‘INF TALKS' PRODUCTIVE

[Text] Brussels, December 9 (XINHUA)--The U.S.-Soviet talks in Geneva may be 
"long and difficult" and their progress depends largely on the "solidarity of 
the West," U.S. Secretary of State Alexander Haig wrote in an article published 
in the French-language newspaper LA LIBRE BELGIQUE today. 


Haig noted in his front-page article, "Challenge and Hope," that the American 
Government wishes the negotiations starting November 30 "productive" and that 
an agreement conducive to peace and security will be reached. But the allies 
must support NATO in deploying medium-range nuclear mj3siles in Europe if they 
want the Soviet Union to be sincere in the negotiations and a solution 
equitable to the West attained, he stressed. 


In the last decade and more, Haig pointed out, the Soviet Union has spectacularly 
increased the military capabilities of its forces. To respond to the intensified 
Soviet military buildup, he warned, NATO must fill in the gap caused by the 
enormous accumulation of Soviet medium-range missiles. 


This is an era of challenge and hope, wrote the general turned diplomat. Therefore, 


"we must continue to make sacrifices for and contribute to the deterrence necessary 
for the maintenance of peace." The other alternative is instability, he said.

U.S. BUDGET DEFICIT EXPECTED TO INCREASE

[Text] Washington, December 8 (XINHUA)--U.S. Government officials have estimated 
that the federal budget deficit will be 109 billion dollars this year, 

152 billion in 1983 and 162 billion in 1984, if no plan for new spending cuts or 
tax increases is worked out. 


According to the WASHINGTON POST today, Deputy White House Press Secretary 
Larry Speakes has confirmed the new estimates, but added that they are merely 
"working assumptions at staff level." 


The figures are far higher than previous estimates but in line with predictions 
of several private economic forecasters, the newspaper noted. 


In the meantime, the office of managenent and budget has reportedly proposed 
“deep cuts" in federal education programs during the next fiscal year. 


The newspaper said the proposed cuts, included in a series the office is now 
proposing for all federal agencies, are designed to hold down the projected 
1983 deficit. 


However, a White House official said that the military build-up remains the 
president's first priority and stimulating economic activity through tax cuts 
for an increase in private incentives becomes second. Reducing the deficit 
now takes a back seat to these goals, he said.

POLISH PREMIER DECLARES MARTIAL LAW

[Text] Beijing, 13 Dec (XINHUA)--Polish United Workers Party Central Committee 
first secretary and chairman of the Council of Ministers Wojciech Jaruzelski 
declared in a radio speech early this morning that the entire country has 
entered a state of war starting at 0000 hours, 13 December, and that the 
"Democratic Revolutionary Military Committee” ("Military Council of National 
Salvation" as reported by foreign wire service) has taken over control of 

state administrative organs from ministries at the central level to village 
administrative units with full powers, according to reports by XINHUA 
correspondent in Warsaw and foreign news services. 


Jaruzelski pointed out in his speech: "Poland is on the verge of an abyss.... 
The state structure no longer functions." He said: The meetings held recently 
by the "Solidarity" Trade Union in Radom and Gdansk “have exposed the true 

nature of the ‘Solidarity’ Trade Union.... We cannot help but take action 
before they impose civil war on us." The government has arrested some extremists 
of the "Solidarity" Trade Union, members of some illegal antisocialist organiza- 
tions, and several former Polish leaders including Gierek, Jaroszewicz, Grudzien 
and Szydlak. 


Jaruzelski said: Poland "wants only peace." He called on the people to promote 
social stability throughout the country, resume their normal economic activities 
and restore their confidence in, and respect towards, state political organs. 

He appealed to Polish workers to stop striking. He said: Poland is "a sovereign 
state.... We have to come out of the crisis through our own efforts. History 
would never forgive us if we failed." He said: "Poland is still an unbreakable 
link in the fraternal community of socialist countries." The alliance between 
Poland and the Soviet Union is still the "foundation of Polish policy." 


Early this morning, civil policemen in Warsaw surrounded the headquarters of 
the (Mazuofu) branch of the "Solidarity" Trade Union in the center of the city 
and searched and arrested a number of members of the branch. 


Telephone communications between Warsaw and other places were severed since late 
last night. However, the city was relatively quiet and streetcars and automobiles 
operated as usual. Polish troops patrolled the main streets in the center of 

the city. 
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Yesterday, the Polish "Solidarity" national leadership in its meeting in Gdansk 
adopted 4 resolution which called for a general strike beginning 17 December 

if the parliament pisses the “emergency measures" act on 15 December te give 
the government authority to ban strikes by trade union organizations and limit 
the freedom of trade union organizations. At the same time, the "Solidarity" 
Trade Union also formally prcposed a plebiscite on the political future of 

the country. It also made clear that if the Polish Government could not 
satisfy the demands of the trade union, the "Solidarity" Trade Union would hold 
a plebiscite by members and nonmembers on 15 January.

POLISH STATE COUNCIL SUSPENDS CIVIL RIGHTS

[Text] Warsaw, December 13 (XINHUA)--The Polish State Council issued a pro- 
clamation today banning all gatherings, processions and demonstrations in the 
country. 


The ban does not apply to religious services and rites taking place on the 
premises of churches, chapels or other places designated exclusively for 
these purposes. 


The proclamation also bans dissemination of all kinds of publications or 
information by any means. 


It suspends the exercise by Polish citizens of their basic civil rights defined 
in the country's constitution, including the right to strike or stage other 
protest actions. 


As long as the martial law is in force, all able-bodied citizens fit for 
military service and all servicemen in reserve may be called by the defence 
minister to enlist in the regular army. Certain vital administrative agencies 
and economic institutions of the country will be militarized. 


The military council of national salvation, Poland's supreme authority under 
martial law, announced in a proclamation today that the council is composed 

of high-ranking officers of the people's army with General Wojceich Jaruzelski 
in the chair. 


The council will “function until the situation becomes normal" and its task “will 
be to foil the anti-state coup, to stabilize the situation, to implement, and to 
ensure, under the law, an effective functioning of the organs of administration 
and economic units." 


The council will maintain Poland's political and defence alliances and observe 
the international obligations and agreements that have been concluded and 
accepted by the Polish Government. 
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The council supports the "development of socialist demcracy." It will assist 
in making economic reform a reality and will combat, with all severity and 
through appropriate organs, speculation, waste, profiteering by individuals, 


misdemeanors, the briv:aking of public peace and order and malicious avoidance 
of work. 


The minister of interior decided to piace all cities under curfew from 2200 to 
0600 hours begirming today and ordered all citizens possessing arms and ammunition 
to surrender them to the police. He has halted all private traffic at all Polish 
frontier crossings. 


The military has taken over the radio and television stations. Armored cars or 


tanks are patrolling the main streets of this capital with soldiers or policemen 
on sentry duty at all important places.

beginning on December 13 with the dete for beginning the next semester to be 
decided later, and a ban on all newspapers other than the party paper 

TRYBUNA LUDU, the army paper ZOLNIERZ WOLNOSCI and 16 other dailies, and 
restriction on international telephone call and cable communications. Censors 
have been authorized to break off such communications when necessary. 


PAP also reported that many military units had taken oaths that they will 
perform their duties with absolute loyalty.

USSR'S N.A. TIKHONOV CONCLUDES VISIT TO HUNGARY

[Text] Budapest, December 11 (XINHUA)--Nikolay Aleksandrovich Tikhonov, chairman 
of the Soviet Council of Ministers, today ended a three-day visit to Hungary.

MITTERRAND COMMENTS ON EAST-WEST BALANCE

[Text] Paris, December 9 (XINHUA)--French President Francois Mitterrand 
reiterated here today that his "primary concern is to preserve a balance of 
power between the East and the West. This balance is the condition of peace." 


Speaking in a television interview, the French President said, "It is necessary 
to preserve a balance. That's why I've adopted certain positions of the 
United States." 


Asked abou. France's attitude on Soviet missiles deployed in Europe, Mitterrand 
samd that he has taken note of the strategic and technological superiority of 
the Russians, which, he said, is overwhelming. "We must engage in negotiations 
to preserve this balance," he added. 


Without such a balance there would be a "risk of war," Mitterrand declared. So 
there should be "neither Soviet SS-20 rockets nor American Pershing II rockets," 
he said. 


The president stressed: "I want to maintain on our continent all the possibilities 
of a collective security to be ensured by the Soviet Union and France, the only 
country on the European continent which, like the Soviet Union, has an independent 
nuclear deterrent force." 


"I intend to preserve and support France's independent deterrent force so that 
we always remain above the threshold below which there would be no more 
credibility for French defense," he said. 


On the Middle East, Mitterrand said, "I say to the Israelis they must recognize 
the existence of a fatherland for the Palestinians." However, he stressed at 
the same time that "Israel has the right to exist and one cannot refuse the means 
to that existence. It needs security." France could not approve when Arab 
countries and Palestinian organizations refused this existence, but France 

could not be an arbitrator or a mediator, he added. 


Again, the president took the chance to denounce the Soviet Union for its invasion 
of Afghanistan, and warned Moscow not to take rash actions against Poland. 


Turning to domestic problems, Mitterrand said that the French Government will forge 
ahead with the socialist party's program of nationalization and reform. But he 
added that the government would not introduce more state take-overs than what had 
been already announced during his campaigning, nor will there be a "creeping 
nationalization."

FRG, GDR LEADERS DISCUSS PEACE, DISARMAMENT

[Text] Berlin, December 12 (XINHUA)--Erich Honecker, chairman of the State 
Council of the German Democratic Republic, and the visiting West German 
Chancellor Helmut Schmidt today indicated their differences on issues of world 
peace, European security and disarmament as well as bilateral relations, though 
both sides regarded their meeting as "important" and "significant." 


Schmidt arrived in GDR yesterday to pay a three-day visit, the first trip to 
GDR by a West German chancellor for more than 11 years. The visit was postponed 
twice last year, first after the Soviet intervention in Afghanistan and again 
because of East-West uneasiness over the Polish crisis. 


During their talks, the two government chiefs are expected to discuss wide- 
ranging issues concerning "normalization" of relations between GDR and FRG, 
European security and disarmament, East-West relations and world peace. 


In their toasts at a dinner hosted by Honecker for Schmidt today, both maintained 
that world peace and European security are now threatened with an unprecedented 
gravity. However, they disagreed on the source of the threat: while Honecker 
Saw the threat resulting from a 1979 NATO dual-track decision (arms modernisation 
plus talks with Moscow), Schmidt insisted that the threat to the European security 
and world peace stemed from the Soviet deployment of multiple-headed, medium-range 
SS-20 nuclear missiles in East Europe which he said altered the military balance 
in Europe. 


Despite agreement on elimination of the threat through disarmament, both sides had 
quite different views on how to curb armament race. Honecker supported the 
Soviet "moratorium" [word indistinct] along the Moscow line and rejected 

U.S. President Ronald Reagan's "zero option" offer, while Schmidt insisted, as 
Reagan has officially proposed to Moscow, that NATO should scrap its plan to 
deploy modern nuclear missiles in Europe if the Soviet Union dismantles its 

SS-20 and other intermediate-range missiles aimed at West Europe. 


On bilateral relations, Honecker maintained that the relationship between the 

two German states should be treated as that between two sovereign and independent 
states and that each side should strictly respect the sovereignty and independence 
of the other. However, Schmidt reiterated his "two states, one nation,” position, 
but maintained that this position did not mean the denial of East Germany as a 
sovereign state. 
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Schmidt promised to seek more common grounds and opportunities for bilateral 
contacts between the two countries on the basis of the "basic treaty on 
relations between the Federal Republic of Germany and the German Democratic 
Republic" and the Helsinki final document. 


He complained that the East German decision last October to raise the amount 
of currency exchange for visitors from West Germany and West Berlin has created 
difficulties particularly for those visitors from West Berlin. 


Nevertheless, both sides in their toasts regarded the summit meeting between 
leaders of the two countries as essential and beneficial. They pledged 


to consolidate what has already been achieved through their contacts and seek 
for new and greater results in the future.

[Text] United Nations, December 11 (XINHUA)--Israel was strongly condemned for 
increasing tension in the Middle East in 1981, when the United Nations General 
Assembly examined the Middle East situation today. 


The representative of Jordan, Hazim Nusaybah, noted that the latest and potentially 
the most dangerous development in the Middle East situation was the signing of 

a strategic alliance pact between the United States and Israel. He said that any 
such alliance was tantamount to support for lsrael's aggression. "It is startling, 
to say the least, that a super-power would throw its weight behind a country which 
is already condemned for its unlawful occupation of other peoples' territories 

and whose appetite for further expansion was insatiable and self-declared," he 
added. 


Israel's decision to construct a canal linking the Mediterranean and the Dead seas 
was a blatant act of aggression against Jordan and the inalienable rights of 
the Palestinian people, he said. 


The Bangladesh minister of state for foreign affairs, Jamiruddin Sirkar, said Israel 
had committed one naked act of aggression after another against the Arab peuple. 
Such acts indicated Israel's deliberate plan to heighten tension in the region. 


He stressed that an essential premise for a Middle East settlement included vacating 
all territories occupied by Israel since June 1967, the recognition of the 
Palestinian people's right to self-determination and their right to found a state 

of their own in their homeland. 


Anders Thunborg, representative of Sweden, said that Israel's settlements policy 
in the occupied territories constituted a serious obstacle to the peace process 
in the Middle East, "Dismantling of the illegal settlements on the West Bank, 
in the Gaza Strip, would be a constructive step," he said. 


Austrian representative Thomas Klestil said that a just and comprehensive solution 
to the Middle East conflict could be best achieved through negotiations among all 
parties concerned, including the Palestine Liberation Organization. 


Japanese representative Masahiro Nishibori said that the war between Iran and Iraq 
was a source of deep concern. He urged the two countries to cease fighting without 
delay and settle the conflict by peaceful means in accordance with the U.N. Charter. 


The representatives of Qatar, Indonesia and other countries also expressed deep 
concern about the tensions in the Middle East.

UN GENERAL ASSEMBLY ADOPTS NAMIBIA RESOLUTIONS

adopted six resolutions on Namibia demanding that South Africa comply fully and 
uncondit ionally with the U.N. plan on independence for Namibia. 


The resolution on the situation in Namibia strongly condemns the South African 
regime for its continued illegal occupation of Namibia, its training of Namibians 
for tribal armies and the use of mercenaries to carry out its policy of military 
attacks against independent African states, particularly Angola and Zambia. 





It reaffirms its firm support for the national liberation movement of Namibia: 
the South West Africa People's Organization, the sole and authentic representa- 
tive of the Namibian people in its struggle to achieve self-determination, 
freedom and national independence in a united Namibia. 


It reiterates that Namibia is the direct responsibility of the United Nations until 
genuine self-determination and national independence are achieved in the territory. 


The resolution strongly condemns South Africa for obstructing the implementation 
of the security council resolutions 385, 435 and 439, and for its manoeuvres 
designed to consolidate its colonial interests. 


It stresses that the security council resolution 435, which endorsed the United 
Nations plan for the independence of Namibia, is the only basis for a peaceful 
settlement. 


The resolution on action in suprort of the Namibia people has stipulated compre- 
hensive actions against South Atrica by ali member states. 


It requests all states to take legislative, administrative and other measures, 
as appropriate, in order to isolate South Africa politically, economically, 
militarily and culturally.

[Text] According to reports, 3 days after the joint Egyptian-U.S. military 
exercise ended, the Lebanese weekly AL HAWADIS carried an article which held 
that this exercise was an important component part of U.S. anti-Soviet 
strategy. The article said, the fact that 4,000 U.S. personnel participated 

in the exercise “shows that the exercise was on a vast scale, and was the 
necessary prelude to developments in this region." "Developments in the region 
refers to existing developments regarding the Soviet Union in the Middle East, 
on the borders of Arab states, and in certain Arab states, and the problems 
that such developments might cause.” 


The article stressed, after this exercise the United States will supply Egypt 
with an advanced air defense system; the first batch of F-16's will arrive in 
January, and the Egyptians will also be equipped with the latest American tanks. 


The article said, in this exercise Egyptian pilots underwent training for the 
first time in intercepting B-52 strategic bombers; combined U.S.-Egyptian forces 
carried out mock attacks for the first time to recover a land base occupied by 
an enemy in a swift assault; and a number of advanced army and air force weapons 
were used by Egyptian personnel for the first time for advantageous and complex 
battle actions. Worthy of attention was the fact that during the exercise, 
giant B-52 bombers took off from their U.S. bases, flew to Egypt nonstop, bombed 
a number of assigned targets and then flew straight back to America. This 
continuous flight was made possible by midair refueling. The article held, 

the aims of the exercise were on the one hand involved with providing military 
aid to Egypt, and on the other "to participate in the defense of Egypt when that 
country is attacked from outside." Hence, this joint Egyptian-U.S. exercise 
“was an extremely important component part of the strategy of enhancing Egyptian 
combat ability in defense and attack while also improving Egyptian equipment.” 


The article also pointed out that "the scale" of the exercise, codenamed "Bright 
Star-82," was "not just limited to Egypt but was also geographically extended 

to include the Sudan, Somalia and Oman which served as the tip of the spear- 
shaped exercise region. This means that this geographical extension formed a 
confrontation line and a deep frontline against places where Soviet forces are in 
evidence." The article also said, the exercise was also a part of the competition 
between the United States and the Soviet Union for "bases and advantages" in the 
Middle East; both powers "are striving to ensure their interests and accomplish 
their own strategies."

LENIN'S VIEWS ON PROLETARIAN MORALITY DISCUSSED

on Proletarian Morality"] 


[Text] Lenin lived in the time of imperialism and proletarian revolution. At 

this time, the proletariat's overthrow of the capitalist exploitative system and 
the establishment of a new system of socialism became an issue of immediate reality. 
The urgent task that faced Marxist ethics was in-depth research of the laws of 
development of the laws of proletariat morality under new historical conditions 

SO as to serve the practice of the new struggle of the proletariat. 


Lenin carried on and developed Marxist moral theory and in the process of the 
proletarian revolution and socialist construction he created a complete theory 
of proletarian communist morality. The concentrated expression of his ethical 
thinking--proletarian morality--has several outstanding characteristics. 


The first characteristic is: It ciearly pointed out that the struggle for communism 
is the foundation of proletarian communist morality. 


Lenin was the first in the history of the development of Marxist ethics to link 
directly proletarian morality with the communist cause for which the proletariate 
struggled and made “communist morality" the term for proletarian morality. In. 
his essay THE MISSION OF THE YOUNG COMMUNIST LEAGUE he clearly stated: "The 
struggle to consolidate and accomplish the cause of communism is the foundation of 
communist morality." (LENIN'S SELECTED WORKS, Vol 4, p 355) 


That means that the more people's actions conform to the mission of the struggle 
for communism, the more these actions have the character of communist morality; 
each person who participates in the strugg.e to consolidate and accomplish the 
cause of communism can and should obey this universal demand of communist morality. 
This demand has absolutely nothing in common with Kant's abstract "absolute 
imperative" or the "demand of love" which Feuerbach based on abstract human nature; 
it is not separated from mankind's needs and wishes but quite the contrary reflects 
the most urgent needs and ideals of millions of people: to live under social 
conditions of life which "fully guarantee the interests of all members of society 
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and bring about the comprehensive development of their aquisition of freedom" 
(LENIN'S SELECTED WORKS, Vol 4, p 355); produced in the overall process of the 
development of modern society, it is the result of this development conforming to 
objective laws. Lenin pointed out: “Our morality is entirely subordinated to the 
interests of the proletariat's struggle, our morality is something which is derived 
from the interests of the proletariat's struggle." (LENIN'S SELECTED WORKS, Vol 4, 
p 352) and the ultimate goal of the proletariat's struggle and the concentrated 
expression of the class interests lies in realizing communism, this most lofty 
ideal of mankind. Thus, to make proletarian morality the behavioral norm and 
summation for correctly dealing with the new social relationships between persons 
it is necessary to build it on the foundation of the struggle for the highest 
interests of the proletariat--the struggle to realize communism. The actual 
process of this great struggle itself constantly opens up a vast source for the 
formation and development of proletarian communist morality. 


The proletariat is the most advanced class historically, and in the social practice 
of transforming the objective world it propels the modern history of mankind forward. 
Socialist and communist society is the result of this practice conforming to 
objective necessity. Moreover, at the same time that the proletariat is transforming 
the objective world, in the process of carrying this out it is transforming itself. 
Communist morality which is suited to the economic structure and conditions of 
socialism and communism becomes the conscious code of conduct for individual, and 

it is realized precisely through the practical activity of each individual who is 
struggling for the communist cause. The practical process of people "creating the 
living conditions and economic conditions of socialism" (LENIN'S SELECTED WORKS, 

Vol 4, p 13) is the process of formation anddevelopment of the new collectivist 
relations between people and the social discipline, initiative and pioneering 

spirit of the individual. 


Lenin expounded in concrete terms that the proletariat's activity of revolutionary 
practice of “struggle to consolidate and accomplish the cause of communism" has 
decisive significance for the formation and development of communist morality. 

He pointed out that already in the early period when the proletariat had just 
mounted the stage of history, the proletariat, in the practice of struggle to 
improve its own living conditions, at the same time raised the level of its own 
moral consciousness (See LENIN'S COMPLETE WORKS, Vol 18, p 71). With the 
strengthening of the proletarian ranks and the appearance of a proletarian political 
party armed with the theory of scientific communism, the economic struggle of the 
proletariat gradually developed into a political struggle, “for the past few 
decades, in the process of struggle to gain political freedom the working class 

has formed its own habits, practices and beliefs." (LENIN'S SELECTED WORKS, Vol 4, 
p 365) In the process of transforming the system of capital exploitation and in 
collective productive labor, they forged and cultivated their own proletarian moral 
character of enthusiasm for the collective, unity and mutual help and self- 
consciousness of struggle to seize political power and build a new society. After 
the victory of the socialist revolution, the relations between people began to be 
founded on the public ownership of the means of production. This is a fundamental 
guarantee of the collectivist principle of proletarian morality. The prletariat 
united all laboring masses in the struggle to consolidate and build a new society, 
constantly created new material wealth for society and constantly cultivated 
"living young shoots" of communist morality. Each person who participated in this 
struggle, by applying his own ability to the fullest to serve the interests of the 
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socialist collective, and through a spirit of devotion and selfless labor, could 
gradually cultivate the habit of self-consciously obeying the collectivist principles. 
Here, the process of practice is clearly extraordinarily important. Not long after 
the victory of the October Revolution, Lenin emphasized: "‘it all depends on human 
effort’, and workers and peasants should remember this truth well. They should 
understand that now everything depends on practice, now things have reached this 
historical juncture: theory is turning into practice, theory is being given 

vitality by practice, is being revised by practice and is being examined by 
practice." (LENIN'S SELECTED WORKS, Vol 3, p 398) The establishment of the new 
social s stem has caused the practice of proletarian struggle to be faced with 

a new and more complex and arduous task and at the same time opened a new path for 
the proletariat and the laboring people to carry out communist moral cultivation 

and forging. In the practice of “struggle to consolidate and accomplish the communist 
cause" in the new stage, the people constantly resolve new problems and constantly 


cause the proletariat's moral theory, principles and viewpoints "to turn into 
practice” and “be given vitality by practice” and thus promote the constant improve- 


ment of communist moral ‘iy. 


The second characteristic is: It distinctly and concretely pointed out the class 
essence of proletarian morality. 


The creator of Marxist ethics believed that each morality in the history of mankind 
was ultimately the product of the social and economic conditions of the time: 

in a class society "morality is a class morality throughout; it either defends 

the interests or rule of the ruling class or, when the oppressed class becomes 
strong enough, represents the oppressed class's revolt against this rule and its 
future interests." (SELECTED WORKS OF MARX AND ENGELS, Vol 3, p 134) 


Lenin carried on and developed Marxist theory concerning the class nature of 
morality, he exposed the hypocrisy and reactionary nature of the viewpoints used 
to obliterate the class nature of morality and defend the decadent capitalist 
exploitative system in the imperialist stage and clearly pointed out the class 
essence which proletarian morality has. He said, "In our view, there is no 
morality which transcends human society; this is a deception. Our morality is one 
which is subordinated to the interests of the struggle of the proletariat." 
(LENIN'S SELECTED WORKS, Vol 4, p 352) 


Lenin gave a concrete and distinct discussion of where the class essence of prole- 
tarian morality was expressed. 


First of all, Lenin felt that the class essence of proletarian morality is mani- 
fested in the fact that it is a reflection of the material conditions of social 
life. When discussing the self-conscious discipline which is peculiar to prole- 
tarian morality after the victory of the October Revolution, he pointed out: 

"This new discipline didn't fall from heaven, nor does it come from a desire for 
self improvement. It came from the material conditions largely produced by 
capitalism and only under these conditions could it mature. Without these material 
conditions there would not be this discipline. What represents and embodies these 
material conditions is the certain historical class which was forged, inspired, 
trained, unified, organized and created by great capital. This class is the 
proletariat." (LENIN'S SELECTED WORKS, Vol 4, p 9) 
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Second, Lenin felt that the class essence of proletarian morality is manifested 

in the fact that it serves the class interests of that class. He pointed out that 
the communist morality of theproletariat "is to raise the level of human society 

and to eliminate the system of labor exploitation in human society." (LENIN'S 
SELECTED WORKS, Vol 4, p 355) This is the centralized reflection of the proletariat's 
class interests, the social role of proletarian morality is manifested through 
serving this fundamental interest of the proletariat. 


Third, Lenin felt that the proletiriat and representatives of the classes opposed 
to it, when applying the language of morality, could give one and the same term 
different meanings and this is where the class essence of proletarian morality is 
manifested. When discussing the term "freedom," he said, "Needless to say, with 
regard to any revolution, whether it is socialist revolution or democratic revolu- 
tion, freedom is an extremely important slogan," it should serve "labor to break 
away from capitalist oppression"; but where the bourgeoisie is, it is "words and 
phrases concealing the freedom of capital and of the possessors of commodities 
used to oppress the laboring masses."" (LENIN'S COMPLETE WORKS, Vol 29, p 315) 

It is evident that the language of morality used by the bourgeoisie can also be 
used by the proletariat but the aim of its use is different and the meaning it 
holds is different, this determined by the needs and interests of the proletariat. 


Lenin felt that only by reaching the higher stage of communist society could the 
class essence of proletarian morality change fundamentally, “people will be 
accustomed to respecting rudimentary conditions of public life" (LENIN's SELECTED 
WORKS, Vol 3, p 342) but before this it is throughout class morality of the 
proletariat a sharp weapon of the proletariat to unite the broad laboring masses 
to criticize and win out over all exploitative class morality and to serve the 
class interests of the proletariat. 


The third characteristic is that it regards very highoy the social role of prole- 
tarian morality in the process of "the struggle to consolidate and accomplish the 
cause of communism." 


The initiator of Marxist ethics felt that the decisive factor in the historical 
process was at bottom production and reproduction in real life, "but there is also 
the factor of the superstructure which exerts an influence on the course of this 
historical struggle and in many circumstances mainly determines the form of this 
struggle." (SELECTED WORKS OF MARX AND ENGELS, Vol 4, p 477) Yet due to the 
objective conditions of the revolutionary struggle with which they were dealing, 
when refuting the idealistic viewpoint of their opponents, they "often had to 
emphasize" dependence of the superstructure, including morality, on the economic 
base, and rarely discussed its reaction. (See SELECTED WORKS OF MARX AND ENGELS, 
Vol 4, p 479) Furthermore, since Marx and Engels were not able to participate 
personally in practical activity of the proletariat in building a new society, 
they could not conduct a direct and concrete discussion of proletarian morality's 
social role after the proletariat had seized national political power. History 
laid that task on Lenin's shoulders. 


When refuting the Narodniks' slander blaming Marxists for denying the role of 
morality, Lenin pointed out that Marxism accepted the casual restrictiveness 
between a person's behavior and the social conditions in which he lived and 
definitely did not imply that the possibility and necessity of a moral evaluation 
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of this behavior was eliminated; as long as the dependent relationship and material 
provenance of this morality, with regard to the economic base, is made clear, it 

is possible to resolve correctly its role in social life and individual behavior. 
Therefore, Lenin said "Determinist thinking determines the necessity of mankind's 
behavior and overthrows the absurd myth of so-called freedom of will, but in no 
way destroys man's reason, man's conscience and the evaluation of man‘s behavior. 
Quite the contrary, as long as one is based on the determinist point of view, one 
can make strictly correct evaluations and not result in pushing everything wilfully 
onto free will." (LENIN'S SELECTED WORKS, Vol 1, p 26) 


On the one hand Lenin decisively opposed the view that considered that morality 
played the sole and decisive role in social development, but on the other he regarded 
highly the enormous role that proletarian communist morality played in the develop- 
ment of modern society and the liberation of mankind. He pointed out profoundly 

that “our communist morality" "serves to destroy the society of exploiters and 

rally all laborers around the proletariat which creates a new society of communists." 
(LENIN'S SELECTED WORKS, Vol 4, p 353) 


Before the proletariat seized political power, communist morality appeared in 
preliminary form as the proletariat's instrument of public opinion and spiritual 
weapon. Its first task was to serve the proletariat's struggle to overthrow 

the reactionary ruie of the bourgeoisie, i.e., to arouse and heighten the class 
consciousness of the proletariat and other laboring people, to incite their hatred 
for the reactonary ruling class, and to encourage their belief in the certainly 

of victory in overthrowing reactionary cule and establishing a new society. Lenin 
felt that on the basis of understanding .e objective law that capitalism must be 
destroyed and socialism must be victorious, the proletariat realizes the righteous- 
ness and moral significance of the struggle against capitalism and this moral 
realization is an important factor in the proletariat uniting the broad laboring 
masses to seize victory. He said, "The reason we can defeat the landlords and 
capitalists is because the red army soldiers and workers and peasants all under- 
stood that they were fighting for a cause of immediate concern to themselves. 

The reason we were victorious was because the exemplary persons from among the entire 
working class and all the peasants in this war against exploitation displayed a 
spirit of unprecedented courage, worked wonders in courageous battle, suffered 
unprecedented hardships, sacrificed themselves and mercilessly drove out all 
elements to selfishness and fear of death." (COMPLETE WORKS OF LENIN, Vol 30, 

p 401) 


After the victory of the October Revolution in Russia, the task facing the prole- 
tariat was to establish and consolidate the dictatorship of the proletariat and 
struggle to build a new communist society. Under the new historical conditions, 
Lenin emphasized further the role of proletarian morality. He noted keenly the 
new interrelations between people which were being revealed more extensively and 
profoundly in the young Soviet republic and the new shoots of communist morality 
which were constantly being produced. Lenin saw the spirit of self-sacrifice 
which the people displayed in the hardships of battle and hunger, Saturday volun- 
teer labor, the increase in the initiative of laboring women, the appearance of 

a new family type and thousands of people leaving religion, etc., as manifestations 
of the new relationships and shoots of a new morality and gave them high praise. 
He felt that in the process of rooting out old economic relations and setting »p 
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new socialist economic relations and working hard for the interests of society, 
the proletariat and all the working masses overcame the "accursed conventions" 

of “every man for himself and God for everyone" and gradually established the 
principles of communist morality and that this had an influence on eradicating the 
egotistical morality of the exploitative class and had important significance for 
raising socialist labor productivity and consolidating the new political rights. 
To do this, the important thing was that it was necessary to strengthen propaganda 
and educational work on communist morality, and to use "as tools to educate all 
the laboring people, all the customs, practices and thought" (LENIN'S SELECTED 
WORKS, Vol 4, p 365) formed by the proletariat in a few decades of practice in 
revolutionary struggle and at the same time as developing society's productive 
forces, to raise the level of the moral consciousness of the people generally. 





Along with the constant forward development of socialist construction, the class 
interests of the proletariat and the interests of the overwhelming majority of 
people in society have constantly merged together and communist morality has 
Constantly been enriched in terms of content; the scope of its function has also 
constantly expanded and penetrated into the broadest areas of human life, and from 
the very beginning it was the morality possessed by the progressive elements of the 
proletariat that gradually became the behavioral yardstick of more and more people. 
Lenin predicted that when society's productive forces were highly developed, 

the Three Great Differences were eradicated and "people got from having to obey 

to being accustomed to obeying" "the simple basic regulations of all mankind's 
public life" "the door will be opened for the transition from the first stage of 
communist society to its higher stage." (LENIN'S SELECTED WORKS, Vol 3, p 259) 
Communist morality will become the morality of all mankind and will play a role 

in guaranteeing the further free and comprehensive development of members of 
society. The historical mission of communist morality at bottom is to serve the 
realization of the greatest good of mankind--the higher stage of communism. 


Today, for us to study these several characteristics of Lenin's views on prole- 
tarian morality has very important and practical significance. 


Lenin's discussion of the foundation, essence and social role of proletarian 
morality shows fully that the communist morality of the proletariat is built on 

the foundation of "the struggle to consolidate and accomplish the cause of 
communism," was derived from the class interests of the proletariat and is to rally 
all laborers around the task of creating the new communist society. At the present 
stage, China's socialist transformation of the ownership of the means of production 
was long ago completed and before us is the important task of "the struggle to 
consolidate and accomplish the cause of communism," i.e., to resolve the contradic- 
tion between the daily increasing material cultural needs of the people and the 
production of a backward society, and vigorously promote socialist modernization. 
This is the concentrated expression of the class interests of China's proletariat 
now, and at the same time represents the interests of all China's laboring people. 
Thus, our morality must be derived from this fundamental interest and serve this 
basic interest. Moreover, the socialist modernization we are carrying out today 

is a prerequisite for socialism and thus is the fundamental difference between it 
and capitalist modernization. Our modernization cannot be seen as merely material 
and technological construction, but should be seen as construction of the entire 
socialist form of production and as a specific form of expression at the present 
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stage and an important constituent element of "the struggle to consolidate and 
accomplish the cause of communism." Therefore, we should strive to develop society's 
productive forces, constantly improve the people's material standard of living and 
build a high level material civilization; at the same time, on the foundation of 
raising socialist labor productivity, we should constantly raise the people's 
ideological consciousness and educational level, eradicate and resist the influence 
of exploitative class thinking, and build a high level spiritual civilization. 

An important part of this spiritual civilization is the communist morality which is 
suited to our actual state of social development. Raising the level of people's 
awareness of communist morality, on the other hand, also can play an important role 
in promoting the building of a socialist material civilization and thus creates 
favorable conditions for guaranteeing that China will become a great modernized 

and powerful socialist country.

SOCIALIST DEMOCRACY, BOURGEOIS DEMOCRACY CONTRASTED

[Test] Ihe question of which is superior and which is inferior--socialist democracy 
or bourgeois democracy--was already solved long ago. But because for a long time 

in the past we have failed to pay sufficient attention to the development of social- 
ist democracy, and because of the serious interference and sabotage by the Lin Biao 
and Jiang Qing counterrvolutionary cliques, this question was turned upside down in 
terms of right and wrong and was blurred in terms of its demarcation. Some people 
even thought that socialist democracy is not as good as bourgeois democracy. Hence, 
how to correctly understand and deal with this question has already become an 
important matter that has a bearing on whether or not we should continue to adhere 
to the socialist system and the four basic principles. 


In what aspects are the differences between socialist democracy and bourgeois 
democracy reflected? 


1. Socialist democracy is established on the basis of public ownership of the 

means of production, and is a democracy enjoyed by the overwhelming majority; 
bourgeois democracy is established on the basis of capitalist private ownership, and 
is a democracy enjoyed by a minority. Lenin profoundly pointed out long ago: "In a 
capitalist society, under the conditions in which its development is most unhampered, 
republicanism is a relatively complete democracy. But this republicanism is always 
restricted by the narrow framework of the capitalist system of exploitation. There- 
fore, in substance it is always a democracy enjoyed only by a minority, by the 
propertied classes, and by the rich." Enjoyed only by a minority of exploiters: 
this is the most basic characteristic of bourgeois democracy. Under the capitalist 
system, the bourgeoisie not only monoplizes the wealth in society but also controls 
the political power of the state. Democratic rights such as running the country 

and deciding state affairs are naturally not granted to the vast ranks of the masses 
in a genuine sense. On the other hand, socialist democracy is democracy of a higher 
type which is established on the basis of public ownership of the means of produc- 
tion. Under this system, the toiling people are the masters of the state; they 
enjoy such rights as those concerning the running of the country and the managing 

of society. Some people proceed from abstract principles and believe the bourgeois 
propaganda about the “supra-class" "democracy of the whole people,” thinking that 
that bourgeois democracy is also enjoyed by the toiling people. This is purely a 
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fantasy. Weneed not mention how the bourgeoisie adopts various means and formulates 
various laws to limit and take away the political rights of the toiling people. In 
the most developed capitalist countries, the most basic reality remains this: 
whoever possesses wealth also possesses democracy. In the United States, for 
instance, capitalist oligarchy, who make up about 2/1000 if the population and yet 
control 60 percent of all company property in the United States, possess unsurpassed 
political rights. America's various presidential and congressional elections have 
proceeded precisely under the manipulation and influence of these financial corpor- 
ations. These financial corporations alone are the true masters of American 
democracy. The vast ranks of the masses of people can never really enjoy genuine 
democratic rights. 


2. The meaning of socialist democracy is broad and comprehensive; bourgeois 
democracy, on the other hand, is narrow and fragmentary. The breadth and com 
prehensiveness of socialist democracy are reflected in realms such as politics, the 
economy, and social life. In our country, for example, citizens all enjoy demo- 
cratic freedoms and rights, such as expression, assembly, association, election, 
supervision and recall. The state also formulates various laws to guarantee 
pariticipation by the masses of people in the management of state affairs. 
Economically, the people not only are the owners of the means of production but 
also control entrepreneurial units and public institutions and other economic 
undertakings through such forms as staff and workers congresses. In the areas of 
science and culture, our party has put forward the principle of “letting a hundred 
flowers bloom and letting a hundred schools of thought contend," so that they can 
develop and prosper under conditions of socialist democracy. In other realms of 
social life, as regards family relationships, marital relationships, nationality 
relationships, etc., we have also implemented principles of socialist democracy. 
The principle of solving contradictions among the people by the democratic method 
which Comrade Mao Zedong formulated for our party has already become the basic norm 
in the life of our people. It fully demonstrates the formidable role and superiority 
of socialist democracy. None of the foregoing can ever be attained by bourgeois 
democracy. 


3. Socialist democracy has reliable material guarantees and is attainable, but to 
the toiling people, bourgeois democracy is but a "trap" and a "fraud." Ina 
socialist country, contro’ of the economy is in the hands of the people. This 
provides a reliable material guarantee for the people in the exercise of their 
democratic rights. Our newspapers and journals, broadcasts, television programs, 
and postal and telecommunications facilities all provide various convenient 
conditions for the masses. These are likewise unthinkable to those toiling masses 
who live under the capitalist system. 


4. Socialist democracy is a system of a combination of advanced democracy and 
advanced centralism, whereas bourgeois democracy is tied to bureaucratic centralism. 
The bureaucratic centralism of the bourgeoisie relies mainly on huge bureaucratic 
structures and military structures to maintain its central leadership and state 
unity. These structures are used especially to suppress the resistance of the 
toiling masses. They are the instruments by which the bourgeoisie carries out its 
class rule, and bourgeois democracy often becomes an ornament of their bureaucratic 
rule. Socialist centralism closely unites democracy with centralism. In the first 
place, it practices broad democracy in order to achieve centralism based on advanced 
democracy. The people possess broad democratic freedoms and rights. They thereby 
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fully express their will and, on this basis, concentrate the opinions, wishes, and 
demands of the vast ranks of the masses so as to forge unified ideas and a unified 
will and have them implemented. Next, democracy is practiced under the guidance 
of advanced centralism. When the people exercise their democratic rights, they 
must all obey the unified leadership of the proletarian party and the organs of 
the people's political power. They must obey the law, discipline, and existing 
institutions, must consciously carry out the principles of the minority obeying 
the majority, the individual obeying the organization, the lower level obeying the 
higher level, and the local units obeying the central authorities, and must strug- 
gle against all tendencies of bourgeois liberalization in violation of socialist 
democracy and anarchical conduct. The practice of this system makes it possible 
for us to attain both democracy and centralism, both freedom and discipline, and 
both unified will and personal ease of mind, so that the enthusiasm of the central 
authorities and local units as well as the vast ranks of the masses is given full 


play. 


Socialist democracy needs the leadership of the proletarian party. The leading 
position of the proletarian party in the state is forged by history. Our party not 
only has led the people to overthrow the reactionary rule of the three big mountains 
and established a people's democratic dictatorship but also has achieved the great 
victories of socialist revolution and construction. Without the Communist Party, 
there would have been no new China, and still less the construction of our socialist 
construction today. This is the conclusion of history. Consequently, the strength- 
ening and perfection of socialist democracy from now on can naturally proceed only 
under the party's leadership, and all ideas about any attempts to cast off party 
leadership or weaken party leadership are wrong. Since the Third Plenary Session 

of the llth Party Central Committee, the party has rectified the leftist mistakes 

of its guiding ideology, restored and established anew its correct Marxist line, 
readjusted and formulated a series of principles and policies, and strengthened and 
improved party leadership. The party's fine traditions and workstyle have been 
gradually revived and given full play, and the party's prestige among the masses 

has increased. We firmly believe that under the leadership of the party, our 
democratic system will become increasingly strengthened and perfected.

RESTORATION OF STATE CHAIRMANSHIP

[Text] Lately, some people in the central authorities have repeatedly insisted 
on restoring state chairmanship, saying that this is not a complicated matter 
of principle. They only mean to restore the post of PRC state chairman, 
originally stipulated in the constitution, so that someone may exercise the 
functions and powers of state chairman. Actually this is by no means a simple 
matter, nor is it a matter of formality. This matter directly concerns the 
important principle of collective state leadership. 


Obviously that person who tries his best to restore the state chairmanship has 
an ulterior motive, that is, to concentrate all party, government and military 
powers in his own hands. We clearly recall that Comrade Mao Zedong in those 
years held three posts concurrently--chairman of the CCP Central Committee, 
chairman of the PRC and chairman of the CCP Central Committee's military 
commission, thereby concentrating all party, government and military powers 

in our country in his own hands. This was certainly extremely abnormal. 


The resolution of the 6th plenary session of the llth CCP Central Committee 
correctly pointed out: the collective leadership of the party Central Committee 
was actually replaced by Comrade Mao Zedong's personal leadership, and the 
personality cult built around Comrade Mao Zedong almost became fanaticisms. 

As a result, only Chairman Mao himself held the power and made all important 
decisions. This also led to the serious mistakes of the antirightists campaign 
and the policy of the three red banners some 20 years ago. After the failure 
of the policy of the three red banners, which brought calamity to the nation 
and the people, Comrade Mao Zedong was forced to vacate the PRC chairmanship 

to Comrade Liu Shaoqi. During his tenure, Comrade Liu Shaoqi was basically 
right in performing his duties as state chairman. He did a great deal of work 
to overcome the serious consequences of the great leap forward and to improve 
the people's livelihood. However, that person who always entertained the idea 
of placing the nation and the people under dictatorial and autocratic rule 

was constantly reminded of his lost state chairmanship. During the Cultural 
Revolution started by that person, PRC Chairman Liu Shaoqi was not only 
overthrown, but was persecuted to death, hence the elimination of state 
chairmanship. 
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After Chairman Mao's death and the "gang of four's" downfall, it was decided 
that the NPC Standing Committee would exercise the functions and powers of 
state chairman. This was a genuine expression of the spirit of collective 
leadership for our party. This decision is of immediate importance now that 
the remnant feudal forces and the patriarchal work styles are still seriously 
jeopardizing our party and our people. 


It should be pointed out that the restoration of state chairmanship, with 
Comrade Deng Xiaoping as state chairman, will inevitably worry the people. 
Comrade Deng Xiaoping already holds most of our country's leadership powers. 
If he formally becomes state chairman, he will concentrate all party, 
government and military power on himself. Is this different from Chairman Mao 
during his later years? It is beyond doubt that [words indistinct] revising 
the constitution to restore state chairmanship will lead to very serious 
consequences. 


Marshal Ye correctly said that we should be very prudent in revising the 
constitution. The PRC constitution, like all other laws of China, should not 
serve the interests of just a few people, but should serve the interests of 
the entire nation and all the people.

Zhu Xuefan, 76, of Han Nationality, is a native of Jiashan County, Zhejiang 
Province. He is a vice-chairman of the Revolutionary Committee of the Chinese 
Kuomintang, vice-president of the Association for International Understanding 
of China, vice-president of the All-China Federation of Trade Unions, and 
Standing Committee member of the Fifth National Peaple's Congress. 


Before national liberation in 1949, Zhu Xuefan had served as a Standing Committee 
member of the All-China Postal Workers’ Union, president of the Chinese 
Association of Labor, and member of the governing body of the International Labor 
Organization. 


In April 1938, together with Liao [name indistinct] and Liu Qunxian, representa- 
tives of the trade union of the liberated areas, he sponsored, in Hankou the 
preparatory committee of the Anti-Japanese Aggression Federation of Chinese 
Workers. 


In September 1945, he, together with Deng Fa from the liberated areas, represented 
the trade unions of China at the world trade union congress which founded the 
world federation of trade unions. He participated in the international labor 
conference and was elected vice-president of the world federation of trade 

unions. In [year indistinct] he attended the first general council meeting of 

the W.F.T.U. in Prague and the W.F.T.U. executive bureau session in Paris 

the same year. 


He arrived in the liberated areas of northeast China in February 1948, and was 
elected vice president of the All-China Federation of Trade Unions at the sixth 
labor conference the same year. He was a deputy to the first plenary session 
of the Chinese people's political consultative conference in 1949. 


After the founding of the people's republic in 1949, he was appointed minister of 
posts and telecommunications, a deputy to the first, second and third national 
people's congresses, and a standing committee member of the second, third and 
fourth national committee of the C.P.P.C.C.

More than 260 persons of the eight democratic parties have been elected 
members of the National Committee of the Chinese People's Political 
Consultative Conference. They are busily preparing for the C.P.P.C.C. 
fourth plenary session in Beijing. 


The eight democratic parties are: 


The Revolutionary Committee of the Chinese Kuomintang, which is mainly composed 
of patriots who were formerly members of the Kuomintang; 


The China Democratic League, which is mainly composed of intellectuals in 
cultural and educational circles; 


The China Democratic National Construction Association, which is mainly made 
up of former national industrialists and businessmen and intellectuals associated 
with them; 


The China Association for Promoting Democracy, which is formed mainly by 
intellectuals in cultural and publication circles and middle and primary 


school teachers; 


The Chinese Peasants and Workers Democratic Party, whose members are mainly 
from medical and pharmaceutical circles; 


The China Zhi Gong Dang (or party for public interest), which is mainly 
composed of returned Overseas Chinese; 


The Jiusan Society, whose members are mainly people in cultural, educational, 
scientific and technological circles; and 


The Taiwan Democratic Self-Government League, which is mainly composed of personages 
of Taiwan origin who have stayed on the mainland, 
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These democratic parties have had a long history of cooperation with the Chinese 
Communist Party in the struggle against imperialism and the Kuomintang 
reactionaries and in the cause of building new China. 


In the past 30 years and more since the founding of new China, the democratic 
parties have played an important part in socialist transformation and socialist 
construction. 


Originally, the social basis of the democratic parties was chiefly the national 
bourgeoisie, the upper strata of the urban petty bourgeoisie and their 
intellectuals, as well as some patriots.

Deputy Chai Zimin, cultural counsellor of the Chinese Embassy in Japan, recalled 
how the nine-point proposal for national reunification advanced by N.P.C. Standing 
Committee chairman Ye Jianying had evoked strong repercussions among Taiwan 
compatriots and Overseas Chinese in Japan. He suggested that China's cultural, 
sports and economic delegations visiting foreign countries and Chinese scholars 
and students staying abroad should have more direct contacts with Taiwan 
compatriots and Overseas Chinese to deepen mutual understanding.

LAW EXPERT ON FOREIGN ENTERPRISE INCOME TAX LAW

[Text] Beijing, December 11 (XINHUA)--Noted Chinese law expert Lei Jieqiong 
said that the promulgation of a foreign enterprise income tax law would 
facilitate China’s economic cooperation with foreign countries. 


Professor Lei Jieqiong, 78, is a vice-chairman of the China Association for 
Promoting Democracy and a vice mayor of Beijing. She is attending the 
current session of the national committee of the Chinese people's political 
consultative conference. 


As a member of the commission for legal affairs of the Standing Committee of 
the National People's Congress, Lei Jieqiong participated in the drafting of 
the foreign enterprise income tax law now being discussed and examined by 
the N.P.C. deputies. 


She said China wished to draw as much foreign capital as possible for her 
modernization drive. That was why it had welcomed foreign firms to invest 
in the country or engage in joint ventures on the principle of equality and 
mutual benefit. As China's economic exchanges with other countries kept 
increasing, a foreign enterprise income tax law became imperative. 


The lack of economic laws in China and particularly the chaos of 1966-1976 had 
caused misgivings and doubts among foreign investors, Lei Jieqiong noted. 


"Quite a number of them have been hesitating for fear that their interests might 
be impaired. The new land would disperse their misgivings and doubts and 
encourage them to invest in the country,” she said. 

"The tax rate set in this draft law is fair and reasonable," she stressed. "In 
drafting the law, we did a lot of investigations and study, found reference 
in foreign practices and conventions and consulted some tax law specialists 
in the U.S., Britain, Japan, Norway and other countries." 


"The law could provide a legal guarantee for the income of China of foreign 


enterprises and, at the same time, require foreign investors to respect 
China's sovereignty and abide by its laws, policies and decrees," she said.

"RENMIN RIBAO' VIEWS ANCIENT REWARDS, PUNISHMENTS 
HK140751 Beijing RENMIN RIBAO in Chinese 4 Dec 81 p 5 


[Article by Ren Yan [0117 1484]: "A Random Talk on the System of Rewards and 
Punishments for Government Officials in Ancient China"™] 


[Text] Generally speaking, the system of rewards and punishments for government 
officials in ancient China was practiced in conjunction with a system whereby 
the government supervised the officials and examined their work. 


Sun Xun, who lived during the Song Dynasty, said: "If there are government 
officials, examination of their work is indispensable. Such an examination 
necessarily leads to rewards and punishments. It would be absurd to have 
government officials if there were no such examinations, or to have such 

an examination if there were no rewards and punishments.” ("Collection of 
events during the Jiayou period,” Vol 9) Generally speaking, from the Han and 
Tang dynasties through the Ming and Qing dynasties, systematic examination of 
government officials’ work was invariably followed by rewards and punishments. 


In the Han Dynasty, the reward following an examination of government officials’ 
work included increases in emoluments, promotion and the conferment of titles 

of nobility--20 in number--upon the meritorious. The forms of punishment 
included a decrease in emoluments, demotion, dismissal and punishment according 
to the law for offenders. Zhao Guanghan was the county magistrate of Yangzhai. 
He achieved outstanding success in governing the county and was promoted to the 
rank of deputy head in charge of military affairs of the national capital. 

Huang Ba was the magistrate of the Yingchujh Prefecture. He was ranked the 

best official in the country in a check on government officials and was promoted 
to mayor of the national capital. However, it was a difficult task to be an 
official working in the national capital and he was incompetent in his new post. 
His emoluments were reduced and he was sent back to Yingchuan to resume his 
former post. He again governed the prefecture well and had the honor to be 
awarded gold and the title of marquis. Soon afterward, he was promoted to 
imperial censor, the highest ranking official and in charge of inspection of 
government officials. Later, he was even promoted to prime minister. Generally, 
in the Han Dynasty, in the check on government officials, the meting out of 
rewards and punishments was a persistent practice, while the ranking of officials 
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according to seniority, described (by Dong Zhongshu) as "people becoming high 
ranking officials through many years of service," was opposed. The meritorious 
were promoted while those having no achievements were discharged from their 
posts. The latter might be reemployed if they performed meritorious service. 

A single event would not determine one's life-long career. 


The system adopted in the Tang Dynasty was that a minor check on government 
officials was conducted once a year and a major check once every 4 years. 
Following a minor check, emoluments were increased as a reward or decreased 
as a punishment. Following a major check, an official might be promoted as a 
reward or demoted as a punishment or even dismissed in a serious case. In 
the Tang Dynasty not only could the ordinary officials with outstanding 
achievements be promoted, but even those officials previously demoted because 
of their mistakes could also be promoted or could even be awarded important 
posts in the central government if they governed their localities with 
marked success. Han Yu, originally deputy minister of justice, was demoted 
to provincial governor of Chaozhou, but he was later appointed as deputy 
minister of civil personnel. Liu Yuxi was demoted to local minister of war 
of Bianzhou because he had a hand in the "Yongzhen reform." Later he was 
promoted to minister of rites and education. In the Tang Dynasty, there were 
numerous instances of reappointment of demoted officials to important posts. 
During the 289 years of the Tang Dynasty, 368 persons were appointed prime 
minister. The one who held the post for the longest time did so for around 

4 years. Moreover, many of them were appointed to the post several times. 
The situation was as the Tang politician Lu Zhi described it: rewards and 
punishments were given on the basis of the check on officials, and those highly 
appraised were promoted and the mediocre were dismissed. There was no lack 
of talent, and the success of government was marked. 


Early in the Ming Dynasty, the state assigned to the minister of civil personnel 
and the censor of the national capital great powers to examine government 
officials' work and to demote or promote them. In the 18th year of the period 
during which the appellation of Hong Wu was adopted, the Ministry of Civil 
Personnel stated that out of the 4,117 officials of the prefectures, provinces, 
counties, the government branch in charge of administrative affairs and the 
government branch in charge of justice and inspection, who were received in 
audience by the emperor, one-tenth were highly competent, seven-tenths were 
average in their performance, another one-tenth were incompetent, and the 
remaining one-tenth were corrupt or imbecile. The Emperor Zhu Yuanzhang then 
“ordered the highly competent to be promoted, those with average performance 

to be reinstated, the incompetent to be demoted, the corrupt to be handed over 

to the judiciary to be punished for their crimes, and the mean and imbecile 

to be dismissed so that they would return to the populace." ("History of Ming 
Dynasty," "Selection of the Capable for Public Posts," Part 3, Vol 71) According 
to the system adopted in the Ming Dynasty, government officials reaching 70 years 
of age had to retire without any further examination of their work. 


The rewards and punishment for government officials of the feudal times were not 
only integrated with the examination of their work but were also introduced as 





a supplement to the supervisory system of the state. All feudal dynasties, 
from Qin and Han to Ming and Qing, instituted special and independent super- 
visory bodies at both central government and local levels to supervise and 
inspect all government officials. 


From the Han to the Yuan dynasties, the yu shi tai, or commission of censors, 
was the highest body of the state in charge of supervision of officials, and 
the yu shi da fu or yu shi zhong cheng, that is, the imperial censor, was 

the highest ranking official in charge of this duty. In the Ming and Qing 
dynasties, the body was renamed du chao yuan, or court of censors, and the head 
of this body was called du yu shi. The prime minister was responsible for 
general administration, while the yu shi da fu or du yu shi, that is, the 
imperial censor, was responsible for supervising government officials. These 
two officials closely coordinated their work and their tasks were supplementary. 


In all dynasties of feudal China, the system of government was autocratic 
monarchy with centralization of power. Therefore, great attention was paid to 
the supervision of government officials. During the 5th year of the period 

in which the Han emperor Wu Di adopted the appellation of Yuanfeng, the 

whole country was divided into 13 divisions for supervision, each with a 
governor. These governors supervised the officials in various prefectures 

and principalities according to the "six regulations” drawn up by Emperor Wu Di 
himself. In the Han Dynasty, governors whose remuneration was 600 piculs of 
grain were employed to supervise prefectural magistrates whose remuneration 

was 2,000 piculs of grain. The assignment of such an important supervisory 
power to these governors was based on very careful and thorough consideration. 
The Qing scholar Gu Yanwu said: "These low-ranking officials were charged with 
a noble mission and great power. This demonstrates how lower ranking and higher 
ranking officials imposing a check on each other and how local officials and 
officials from outside a locality can coordinate their work." ("Collection of 
Articles on General Knowledge," "Departmental Governors," Vol 9) Since the 

Han Dynasty, the system whereby lower ranking officials supervised higher ranking 
ones became a good method adopted by subsequent dynasties without any basic 
alteration. The country was divided into 15 areas for supervision in the Tang 
Dynasty, 22 in the Yuan Dynasty, 13 in the Ming Dynasty and 15 in the Qing 
Dynasty (increased to 20 toward the end of the Qing Dynasty). Every year, 
imperial censors for supervision were sent to various areas to inspect and 
supervise local officials. At times when the control over the civil personnel 
was relatively just and properly conducted, those officials who were corrupt, 
who violated the law or who were negligent in the discharge of their duties 

were punished according to the law. The 59 regulations in the “Laws of Tang: 
law governing government officials" were all concerned with punishment for 
officials who were dilatory, negligent, careless or corrupt in their work. To 
prevent the lowering of the efficiency of government due to the overexpansion 

of government bodies and the excessive supply of personnel relative to the 
workload, the "law governing government officials" stipulated that there were 
set quotas on the employment of officials. If the number of officials employed 
exceeded a set quota, or if the employment of certain officials was not warranted 
by actual needs, then those responsible had to be punished. In the selection of 
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candidates for public posts, "if one unsuitable candidate is selected or if 
one suitable candidate is not selected, then the official responsible for 
selection will be banished for 1 year. If an official makes such mistakes 
involving two candidates, then the punishment for him will be doubled." 

Early in the Ming Dynasty, the control over government officials was 
strengthened and severe laws were enacted to supervise them. The "laws 

of the great Ming Dynasty; law concerning government officials" required the 
officials to act according to the law in the discharge of public duties. 

If anyone “acts dishonestly in performing public duties, blatantly puts forth 
dissident views, makes unauthorized changes in rules and regulations, or tampers 
with the established laws, he shall be executed." The Ming regime required 
the officials to "be well-versed in the law and be able to explain it." “If 
any official fails to explain the implications of the law, he shall be fined 

1 month's salary in the first instance. If he again fails to do so, he shall 
receive 40 strokes of flogging. The third time he fails to do so, he shall 

be demoted." The “laws of Ming Dynasty; law governing government officials® 
provided for severe penalty for corrupt officials. This law contained 

15 regulations about punishment for officials who practiced corruption, formed 
sects, disrupted government administration, indiscriminately appointed people 
to government posts and so on.

XIZANG'S YIN FATANG ADDRESSES NPC PANEL

[Text] Beijing, December 9 (XINHUA)--Despite economic difficulties during the 
readjustment period, the state has not cut back its financial and material 
support to Tibet in the past two years, said Yin Fatang, Tibet's top communist 
party leader. 


Attending the current session of the National People's Congress as a deputy, 
he said that the central government had given great care to Tibet, and all 
provinces, municipalities and other autonomous regions had also offered 
enthusiastic help. 


The first secretary of the Tibet Autonomous Regional Communist Party Committee 
told a National People's Congress panel that the state had done all it could 
to help solve Tibet's problems. 


"For example, in order to meet Tibet's need for hats, a traditional headgear 

for Tibetans," he said, "a vice premier of the State Council and leading members 
of a ministry concerned called leaders of one of China's major hat manufacturers 
in Tianjin to Beijing on a special mission to solve the problem." 


"As for Tibet's grain supply, the Ministry of Food has promised to give us as much 
as we ask for," Yin Fatang noted. 


The economic foundation in the Tibet region was weak, and its transport and 
communication facilities and other conditions were poor, he pointed out. 
"Nothing could be done if not for the support of the central government and 
other parts of the country." 


He said that the ten principles concerning economic construction enunciated 

by Premier Zhao Ziyang in his report to the congress not only coincided with 
the conditions in the country as a whole, but also suited the conditions in 
Tibet. He believed that as long as these principles were implemented, the 
national economy would grow steadily and the people would have a better living. 


In light with the actual conditions in Tibet, Yin Fatang asked the departments 


concerned to pay due attention to the production of goods specially needed by 
the people of the national minorities. He suggested that the production and 
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supply of goods needed by national minorities be included in the state plan 
and five-year or even longer-term contracts be signed with the enterprises 
producing such goods. 


Ten thousand tons of tea and 100,000 hats are in demand in Tibet every year, 
and the demand would increase in the coming years, he said. "Tea is a major 
necessity for the Tibetan people, and the supply must be ensured.” 


He noted that development of energy and communications was vital to Tibet. 
"Tibet is abundant in energy resources. It has not only hydraulic resources, 
but also geothermal resources. Conditions are also favourable for the use 
of solar and wind energy." 


A great number of bathhouses and hot houses using solar energy have already 
been built in Tibet, and efforts are now being made to popularize the use 
of solar heaters around Lhasa and the Shannan Prefecture. 


"Tibet also has rich mineral deposits. Chromium, borax and cwupper are all 
wanted by the state, but poor communications have restricted the development 


of these mineral resources,” the secretary said. 


He urged the central government to step up the construction of the railway 
leading to Tibet and improve the civil air service.

Economic construction requires the enlivening of commodity circulation. In 
pursuing the socialist planned economy, we planned our marketing in the past 
on the basis of production without paying much attention to commodity circula- 
tion. As a result, large quantities of products were not marketable and over- 
stocking caused tremendous waste. However, in recent years we have begun to 
plan our production according to needs and marketability and to pay attention 
to the stimulation of commodity circulation, thereby providing a reliable 
basis for a correct production development plan. 


However, the question on how to enliven commodity circulation has not been 
solved completely. Various localities have introduced a number of good 

measures in recent years. Heilongjiang Province has sponsored three small-scale 
trade fairs and an export-import trade fair this year, at which transactions 
totaling $23 million were concluded with foreign business firms instead of 

$16 million as originally expected. These fairs also helped us achieve a 

better understanding of the merchandise specifications of foreign businessmen 
and helped organize our production through the contracts signed with foreign 
businessmen. On another occasion, we sponsored a promotional sale of 

tobacco, wine and sugar through which we achieved over 100 million yuan in 
business with more than 20 provinces and autonomous regions. This sale gave us 
a better picture of the demand in the domestic market and prompted us to increase 
production of more marketable goods and to improve the quality of products. 

In another goods exchange fair, we managed to sell our long overstocked 
machinery, electrical products and raw materials to other fraternal provinces 
and cities which needed them and thereby regulated the surplus and deficiency 

of supplies. In short, just as Comrade Chen Yun noted, ome can see the whole 
situation by looking at the progress made in finance and trade. Sufficient 
attention should be paid to enlivening commodity circulation because it has a 
direct bearing on the growth of economic construction. 
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Waste Should Be Curbed in Economic Work--Zhou Shutao, NPC Deputy and Vice 
Chairman of the Standing Committee of the Tianjin Municipal People's Congress 


Premier Zhao Ziyang reiterated the importance of raising economic results in 
his report on the work of the government. I fully support it. But at the 

same time I feel that the report did not pay sufficient attention to opposing 
waste. Serious economic waste is directly hampering the improvement of economic 
results. For example, consider an incident I personally experienced. The 
telephone I installed at home was produced in Changzhou. I began to wonder why 
a product of Changzhou was used and not the telephone produced by a telephone 
factory in our own Tianjin Municipality, which is a very old enterprise? I later 
found out that the inferior telephones produced by this factory are disliked by 
users and that more than 1 million units are overstocked in the warehouses. 
These more than 1 million telephones have been counted as output value and 
protits but they are actually worthless because nobody wants them. What a big 
waste it is! I believe that the government should pay attention to this 
problem and adopt measures to combat all kinds of waste in economic work. 


Attention Should Be Paid to Sparetime Education--Qi Gong [0796 0501], Member 
of the CCPCC National Committee and Professor of the Chinese Department 
of the Beijing Teachers’ University 


My confidence was greatly lifted after hearing Premier Zhao Ziyang's report. 

I would like to talk about a problem today that has been on my mind for a long 
time. I urge that more attention be paid to sparetime education since it is 
a fundamental matter bearing on the development of both material and spiritual 
civilization. Material civilization cannot be developed nor can spiritual 
civilization be created without knowledge. 


Although a number of sparetime schools and supplementary classes have been 
established in the society at large in recent years, sparetime education as 

a whole falls far short of satisfying the study needs of young people, 
including young workers and cadres. Many young men have come to me in years 
because they did not have the opportunity to attend sparetime universities. 
While some people in society at large are offering to give sparetime tutoring 
for a fee, their teaching quality is poor and many young men have been fooled. 


To solve this problem, it is necessary to popularize sparetime education. The 
Chinese women's volleyball team has won the world championship and honor for the 
country. But like many other fine athletes, most of the women volleyball players 
were trained in sparetime schools of physical education. It is obvious that 

the field of sparetime education has great potential and large numbers of talented 
people can be trained there. As all professions and trades are complaining 

about lack of replacements, I hold that an important way of educating replace- 
ments is for the professions and trades to run their own sparetime education 

with guidance. 


I will be 70 years old soon. I have often thought before: How many more years can 
I live? It is time to pack up and leave. After hearing Premier Zhao's report, I 
now want to do my share in my remaining years and since my days are limited I 

want to make one day work for two. Besides teaching graduate and regular students 
in my class, I also now teach at sparetime night university, sponsored by the 
Chinese department because I have a penchant for sparetime education.

[Text] Beijing, 13 Dec (XINHUA)--The fourth session of the Fifth NPC of the 
PRC has examined the government work report “Present Economic Situation and 
Principles for Future Economic Construction" made by Premier Zhao Ziyang on 
behalf of the State Council as well as the "major points in 1982 economic and 
social development plan" presented by the State Council. The resolution reads 
as follows: 


1. Approve Premier Zhao Ziyang's report "Present Economic Situation and 
Principles for Future Economic Construction." The congress holds that the 
whole report is guided by the principle of seeking truth from facts.

The 
committee members felt that the formulation of an economic contract law was 
urgently necessary for protecting the legitimate rights and interests of contract- 
ing parties, guaranteeing implementation of state plans, maintaining social 

and economic order, enforcing the economic responsibility system, acting 
seriously according to economic laws, raising economic benefits and promoting 
socialist modernization. The formulation of a foreign enterprise income tax law 
is conducive to attracting foreign investment in our country and speeding up our 
country's socialist modernization. The formulation of a civil procedure law is 
very important in that it will provide rules for the people's courts to follow 

in relying on the masses to handle civil cases and will make it easier for the 
masses of the people to pursue civil actions.

1. It is necessary to carry out overall administration work well; do a good job 
in propaganda and legal system education among the masses; strengthen household 
registration work and people's police work; and mobilize parents to take good 
care of their children, schools of students, plants of workers and neighborhoods 
of residents. 


2. ‘The local people's congresses should formulate some supplementary laws and 
regulations so that matters which cannot be dealt with by "major laws" can be 
dealt with by "minor laws." 


3. Household registrations for those who refuse to mend their ways despite 
repeated admonitions should be withdrawn. 

4. The laws should be strictly enforced and efforts should concentrate on cracking 
down on criminal cases. 


5. If parents accompany their kids when they surrender to police and if their 
offenses are minor in nature, these kids may be released and put under the 
disciplinary supervision of their parents after their offenses are entered 
into the records. Those who repeatedly commit offenses should be dealt with 
strictly and those criminals who have committed the most heinous crimes should 
be executed in accordance with the law.

PARTY UNIT TAKES LEAD IN RECTIFYING UNHEALTHY TRENDS

[Report: “Seizing Upon Major Problems Reflected by the Masses and Launching 
Criticism; Huarong County Party Committee Takes Lead in Rectifying Unhealthy 
Trends" } 


[Text] According to a report in HUNAN RIBAO: "The key to rectifying unhealthy 
trends is to begin with the leaders themselves. The masses criticize us for ‘pro- 
viding plenty of lightning but no rain’ and ‘letting others hear our steps but 

not see us actually coming down the stairs." This is perfectly pertinent." This 
was what Huarong County Party Committee Secretary Wen Qilong [2429 0796 7893] said 
in mid-October at the all-county meeting of cadres above the level of commune sec- 
retaries when he conducted a self-criticism on behalf of the standing committee. 


Earlier, the Huarong County Party Committee did no small amount of work in respect 
to the rectification of unhealthy trends. But because the leading group had fail- 
ed to take the lead in sorting out its own problems, their words sometimes proved 
ineffective. The county party committee deeply felt that if, in attempting to 
rectify unhealthy trends, one merely requires such an effort on the part of those 
below and refrains from setting up an example oneself, then rectifying party work- 
style will simply be empty words. For this reason, the county party committee 
seized upon two fairly major problems reflected by the masses--countryside house- 
holds illegally converted into urban households, and recruitment of workers by 
knocking at backdoors--and thereby launched criticism and self-criticism. At a 
meeting on organizational life held by the standing committee of the county party 
committee, a deputy county party committee secretary examined his own case of tak- 
ing advantage of the convenience of his own office to allow his daughter-in-law, 
who did not measure up to worker recruitment standards, to become an urban regis~ 
trant and have her assigned to a j%b at the people's hospital. The chief of the 
public security bureau and concurre:t!v member of the standing committee of the 
county party committee also examined his own case of taking advantage of his own 
office and power to converting into an urban registrant a maternal nephew of his 
who originally lived in the countryside, and to recruit him as a state worker. 
Another member of the standing committee also conducted self-criticism on the 
question of his countryside daughter-in-law being made an urban registrant and 
considered for worker recruitment. At the meeting, all present used the "guiding 
principles" as their weayon and criticized and helped these three comrades. These 
three persons all indicated that they would clarify the matters about their rela- 
tives and have them withdrawn and returned. The standing committee of the county 
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party committee agreed to their suggestions to resolutely clear up these matters 
and have their relatives withdrawn and returned, and decided to let County Party 
Committee Secretary Wen Qilong represent the standing committee in conducting a 
self-criticism openly on the question of such unhealthy trends. After the meet- 
ing, the standing committee firmly carried out the collective decision. The chief 
of the public security bureau and concurrently member of the standing committee 
took the initiative to notify the concerned units to cancel his maternal nephew's 
status [as an urban registrant] and stop his work. The county party committee's 
deputy secretary also persuaded his relative; his daughter-in-law took the initia- 
tive to seek out responsible comrades on the county party committee to express her 
attitude: “Since the organization has decided on this policy of clarifying my case 
and having me withdrawn and returned, this way of doing things is correct. It 
helps the county party committee to struggle against unhealthy trends." 


This initiative on the part of the county party committee to take the lead in rec- 
tifying unhealthy trends has aroused a strong reaction among the cadres and masses. 
Many comrades have said: “Since the county party committee sets itself as an exam 
ple, we can no longer sit idly by." Secretaries of some communes and responsible 
persons of organs directly under the jurisdiction of the county also profusely car- 
ried out self-criticism and examined their own unhealthy trends. The responsible 
person of the county's education bureau was one who took the initiative during the 
meeting to request that the county party committee examine his own case of taking 
advantage of his own office and power to recruit a “related registrant” who did 

not meet recruitment conditions as a staff member of his own bureau, and other such 
questions.

"GENERALISTS' ALSO NEEDED FOR FOUR MODERNIZATIONS

Balm'"} 


[Text] The “Cool and Refreshing Balm" is also called the "All-Curing Balm"; it is 
widely used in our China. It costs very little, and it is very convenient to have 
a small box along. But people somehow also look down upon it, because it can only 
relieve some pain and itch but cannot cure any major illness at all. Hence, when 
the term "All-Curing Balm" is mentioned, it is often classified in the category 

of “disparaging terms." For instance, some comrades often indicate their modesty 
by saying: "I am not an expert in anything. I am only an ‘all-curing-balm' 
cadre!" Sometimes when a person is not highly regarded, people often say: "That 
person is an ‘all-curing-balm' cadre!" 


Today, everyone is talking about training talented persons. Construction of the 
four modernizations needs a large number of talented professionals. We must ac- 
tively and earnestly accelerate the training of such talented professionals; there 
is not any doubt about this point. However, when we talk about training talented 
persons, and when we take into consideration the "All-Curing Balm" and an "all- 
curing-balm" cadre, I feel it is necessary to appeal to people that some fair words 
be said in their behalf: for the sake of the four modernizations, and also to fos- 
ter more talents faster, we cannot take lightly or disparage the "All-Curing Balm" 
or "“all-curing-balm cadres." 


If used to cure illmess and for its tonic effect, the All-Curing Balm cannot of 
course compare with ginseng or the pilose antler of a young stag, or with certain 
especially effective medicine relevant to a given illness. But on the other hand, 
neither would it be relevant if one were to smear one's temples with ginseng or 
the pilose antler of a young stag in order to feel cool and a little refreshed, 
like one does with the All-Curing Balm. This is to say, even though the All- 
Curing Balm cannot cure any serious illness, for a minor headache or a slight 
temperature one still cannot do without it. To use an incongruous analogy, the 
"all-curing-balm cadres” are also like this. I remember a central responsible 
comrade said at the national science conference that in order to ensure that sci- 
entists can single-mindedly and in a concentrated way study their specialties and 
bring about results, he would be willing to serve as those scientists’ “rear ser- 
vices chief" and shoulder trivial administrative chores. Compared to those scien- 
tists’ specialties, a “rear services chief" is of course something like the

“All-Curing Balm." but can we say that he would be unimportant simply because he 
is not a specialist? We certainly cannot say that everyone should become a spe- 
cialist and that we should completely ignore matters like those analogized as the 
All-Curing Balm. If this were really the case, I am afraid the daily amenities 
required by specialists would become a very big problem. 


To acquire a talent depends on one's own subiective efforts, but it must at the 
same time acknowledge the influence of objective environment and conditions. Ina 
certain sense, the saying that "the times create their heroes" has its own ratio- 
nale. Comrade Chen Yi loved literature very much when he was young. He edited 
journals and wrote not a few articles, and it would have been entirely possible 
for him to become a literateur. But from 1925 on, he engaged mainly in matters 
assigned by the party and stopped his literary activities. Later, in leading his 
troops to fight in battles, he became an outstanding military commander. 


The revolutionary cause, or a society, requires teamwork; no profession is dispens- 
able. We need the most sophisticated talent in the most advanced realms of sci- 
ence, but at the same time we also need night-soil workers like Shi Chuanxiang 
[2514 0278 4382], who “becomes smelly himself so that others can stay fragrant. 
Also, in our socialist society, the superiority lies precisely in the fact that 
scientists engaged in the most advanced realms of science and common night-soii 
workers alike are the masters of the country and members of the revolutionary 
rank and file, and there is no difference in rank between them; what difference 
there is has to do merely with the division of labor and their respective contribu- 
tions. Just as in the case of ginseng and the All-Curing Balm, the difference be- 
tween them has to do only with their respective uses, and we need not, because of 
the difference in cost, stress one and exclude or disparage the other. In the case 
of individuals, we stress that they must have ideals and be dedicated to exertion, 
and we stress that they must give scope to their specialties and make contribu- 
tions to the four modernizations. But at the same time, we cannot overlook stress- 
ing that people obey the needs of the revolutionary cause and shall not despise 

the work they are assigned to do according to the needs of revolutionary under- 
takings. 


Then, would this be equivalent to saying that once one is assigned to a so-called 
ordinary post of work, one is destined no longer to become a person with a sig- 
nificant talent? Let us not mention those youths who choose tc sustain hardship 
and study by themselves, nor give the advanced examples of those who, as atten- 
dants at restaurants, make use of their sparetime to study foreign languages on 
their own and succeed in translating important data. Let us just mention those 
who work at one trade, love one trade, and concentrate on one trade. Those com 
rades are like a bowl of fire; as the revolution transfers their jobs often, they, 
for their part, somehow always become well acquainted quickly with wherever they 
go and bring the whole undertaking along by virtue of their fiery enthusiasm. Liu 
Ruifeng [0491 3843 1496], party branch secrets: and concurrently principal of the 
work-and-study school of Chaoyang ward in Beijing Municipality, started operating 
the work-and-study school prior to the "Cultural Revolution.” He may be said to 
be a real expert in this regard. Little did he expect that during the 10-year 
catastrophe, after being designated a “capitalist-roader” and a “ringleader of 
scoundrels," he would be sent to a commune health center to work. During that 
period, he not only led the work of the physicians but also engaged in the study 











of the medical arts himself, and he also learned to handle birth-control operations 
for women. Precisely because he learned such medical arts, he led the health cen- 
ter even better. From this, we can see that even in the case of an "all-curing 
balm," one can still answer the question of quality in one's own way. Some people 
work at one trade; they immediately love that trede and concentrate on that trade, 
serving as a very good “all-curing balm." But others always complain about this 
and blame others for that, feeling that they were born at the wrong time and that 
Lord Heaven always seems to oppose them at every turn, with the result that they 
can work on nothing in an enjoyable way. Thus time passes amid their complaints, 
and in the end they achieve nothing. They fail even to work as an "all-curing 
balm," shorn of the slightest "cool and re-reshing” character. 


To sum up, I think we may say this: 


"All-Curing Balm" is not bad--it has its own role to play, and the construction of 
cur four modernizations cannot do without it. 


We still don't have enough of the "All-Curing Balm"--even at ordinary posts of 
work, if people wish to make contributions they still need to make efforts to 

study their business, and in doing so they can still achieve a great deal. If, 
because these are ordinary posts of work, one begins to treat them in a perfunctory 
manner, then one cannot even play the role of the "All-Curing Balm."

DISTINGUTSH BETWEEN FREEDOM OF RELIGION, SUPERSTITION

Return of Jianzhen to Our Country' and Processions in Honor of Idols"] 


[Text] In certain localities of our province, certain people are waving the signboard 
of "freedom of beliefs" while they proceed to build temples, mold Buddhist idols, 

and unrestrainedly resort to superstitious activities such as holding processions in 
which idols are carried. While doing so, they also speak plausibly at length: "Since 
you can hold a reception in honor of Jianzhen, why can't I welcome the ‘Heavenly 
Ruler'?" 


Our country has indeed welcomed the statue of Monk Jianzhen back to the mortherland 
from our neighbor in the Eastern Ocean by means of a magnificant Buddhist ceremony, ~ 
in order to indicate our appreciation and celebration c* this ambassador of goodwill 
‘ho more ‘ 1,200 years ago made outstanding contributions to the propagation of 
1inese sce and the promotion of friendly exchanges between the people of China 
and Japa::. This also was of positive significance to the continued advance of 
political, economic, and cultural relations of cooperation and scientific and 
technological exchange between the two countries, as well as further development 
of friendship between the people of the two countries. In thus confusing processions 
in honor of idols, which are a purely feudal, superstitious activity, with "the 
welcoming of Jianzhen," such people are obviously intent upon misleading others and 
upon finding a pretext for the reviving of feudal superst ‘ons. 


"Slowness is not to be feared; only detours are to be feared."' We have suffered 

a great deal of hardship in the course of our economic construction and have learned 
enough lessons. Since the party and the state have formulated correct policies, 
including the policy on religion, we are not afraid that some peopie temporarily do 
not understand them fully, but we do fear that they might be distorted. Omce correct 
policies encounter distortion, the consequence could be 100 times worse than footdrag- 
ging and resistance! Dragging in idolatrous processions and comparing them to "the 
return of Jianzhen to our country" falls into this category. 


What is freedom of religious belief? What is feudal, superstitious activity? It 
is understandable that the demarcation between the two is not very clear and that 
people's perception thereof seems rather murky. Religion js naturally a kind of 
superstition; Marx called it the opium of the people. In terms of its essence, this 
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designation is by no means excessive. But the emergence of a religion has its 

social and historical causes, and the existence of religions is an objective reality. 
Law has its coercive character, but belief cannot be coerced. Communists are always 
enthusiastic about propagating atheism, but they never refrain from cooperating with 
theists or coexisting with them in harmony; nor do they ever abandon the opportunity 
to do educational and unity work in their midst. Our Constitution provides: Citizens 
enjoy the freedom to believe or not believe in religion, as well as the freedom to 
propagate atheism. But this definitely cannot be distorted to mean that we can abuse 
such freedom of beliefs, propagate theism everywhere, interfere in politics, or 
affect production. Still less can we allow certain people to wave the signboard of 
"freedom of beliefs" and resort to feudal, superstitious activities. Insofar as our 
province is concerned, so-called feudal, superstitious activities mean that, apart 
from the normal Catholic, Christian, Buddhist, Islamic, and Taoist activities, and 
beyond the reopened churches and temples, people resort to those preposterous and 
harmful activities by dressing up idols and playing up ghosts and thereby fooling 

the masses, fleecing them of their money and property, and passing along rumors and 
misleading others. With respect to such feudal, superstitious activities beyond 

the course of religious beliefs, we must educate and propagate to the masses in order 
to expose such antics and get rid of them. With respect to those witches and priestly 
scoundrels who seriously disrupt social order, hamper production, injure people, and 
fleece others of their property, we must punish them according to the law. 


A family in Shunchang County, because of certain diseases and calamities that had 
befallen them over the year, became convinced through the nonsense of a witch that 

a "destructive tendon" in the skin atop the skull of a daughter-in-law who had married 
into the family not long before was playing a trick on them. Thus, the whole family 
started to work on her, grabbed her, and cut an opening above the eyebrows with a 

sharp knife and forcibly peeled away that part of the skin for the sake of plucking 

out the tendon. The result was, of course, that the daugher-in-law was tortured to 
death amid painful cries. When a priestly scoundrel in Anxi County entered a seance, 
he uttered the nonsense that the extract of a duanchangcao [2451 5214 5430] was needed 
to cure a certain patient's illness. However, the patient was afraid to drink the 
extract, whereupon the priestly scoundrel had to drink it himself first, to be followed 
by the patient accordingly. Soon, both persons suffered a searing stomach ache, rolled 
on the ground, and were poisoned to death.... Such instances of stupid superstition 
which hurt all concerned have beeu too numerous to be counted one by one. 


In our propaganda work designed to break up feudal superstitions, we must earnestly 
guard against empty preaching. The approach of “interpreting the law by concrete 
cases" used in the propagation of the legal system is most appropriate. If we can 
take material from real persons and real facts locally, grasp typical examples and 
cases on the positive as well as the negative side, and make use of various propaganda 
tools--especially such things as storytelling, moralistic preaching through story- 
telling, theatrical performances, and similar forms which the masses like to watch 

and hear, plus accompanying photographs and drawings--then we can exert a great per- 
Suaive power when we carry out such vivid and lively propaganda and education, and 

we can reap fine propaganda results. This is the imperative responsibility of 

the party's propaganda workers, literary and art workers, and basic-level party and 
government cadres. Party ard government leaders at various levels must overcome their 
mental state of laxity and feebleness, establish a strong sense of political respon- 
sibility, and, while paying attention to implementing our religious policy and 
protecting the freedom of religious belief, at the same time dare to gasp and control 
various feudal, superstitious activities.

Welcome the postal, telecommunications, and transportation and ship- 
ping departments on Taiwan to come to Fujian to visit and look around, negotiate, 
exchange business technology, strengthen business relations, and promote the speedy 
realization of the establishment of "the three categories of ties." Welcome personal- 
ities of the scientific and technical, educational, cultural, sports, and sanitation 
circles in Taiwan to come to our province to exchange experiences, visit, and look 
around.

NEED FOR LEADING CADRES TO IMPROVE RELATIONS WITH MASSES NOTED

[Text] A newspaper recently carried a short article, entitled "A Salute to the Man 
Who Says ‘I Am Deputy Section Chief X'", sarcastically ridiculing those who have 
never stopped addressing each other by their official titles in conversations with 
their superiors and colleagues. The article has a passage on a cadre who once 
introduced himself in a telephone call by saying: "I am deputy section chief X." 
Upon hearing this, no one can hold his breath to keep from breaking into laughter. 
He is so intellectually shallow and egocentric that he truly deserves to be called 
a typical example of a tasteless person! 


After reading this short article, I have kept reminding myself of the following 
questions: Can we call those highly status-conscious and status-oriented people in 
official postions merely a problem of inteilectual shallowness? Can we just laugh 

it off, or ignore it and take it lightly? In real life, leading cadres who are highly 
conscious of their status at all times and on every occasion remain a minority. But 
theirs is not a lone case at all. Apart from being conscious of their official titles 
or status or their entitlement to housing, cars, and other privileges to a "specific 
standard of living" which they never wish to be lowered, some comrades seem ashamed 
to do small things from the position of ordinary cadres or the masses of common 
citizens which, in their opinion, do not warrant the direct participation of leaders. 
Although they have a plausible reason for doing so, to be blunt they are mainly 
interested only in using their status as a trick to preserve their authority and 
raise their prestige. 





Marxists do recognize authority. Nor do they deny that it is necessary for every 
leader to be conscious of his prestige among the masses. But the question is: 
Should a leader raise his prestige in a way that emphasizes the difference in status 
between himself and the masses, or through his efforts [should he] serve the party 
well and improve his relations with them? There is one example that can best answer 
this question. A leading organ of the Ministry of Posts and Telecommunications 
recently issued regulations requiring several responsible persons to take care of a 
few small things each month, as follows: Make two long-distance and two local tele- 
phone calls in person from the positionof the masses of common citizens; write one 
letter each to an acquaintance out of the area and to a comrade in the [responsible 
person's] municipality. The first assignment is to let them get acquainted with 
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telephone operations, while the second is to allow them to examine the mail delivery 
service. In addition to taking care of business from the position of leaders, our 
party cadres must consciously do some small things from the position of the masses 

of common citizens, so that they can maintain ties with the masses and give impetus 
to their work. Isn't this very helpful in raising their prestige? Originally, leaders 
were ordinary citizens. They come from among the masses, and live in their midst. 
Their task is to serve the interests of the masses, and to lead them to strive to 
achieve a common goal. If anyone who is in an official position considers himself 
wiser than the masses and therefore different from them, and if anyone wants to 
distinctively distinguish himself from the masses and is unwilling to do work that 
usually is performed by the masses of common people, he will certainly contribute 

to the widening of the gap between himself and the masses. Although it appears that 
he has succeeded in upholding his "status," he in effect is jeopardizing the prestige 
of the leadership. The experience of the leading organ of the Ministry of Posts 

and Telecommunications, in acquainting itself with the plight of the masses of common 
citizens and with their needs, proves instrumental in rectifying the workstyle of the 
leadership and in raising the level and prestige ot leadership. 


In short, leading cadres at all levels must always bear in mind the interests of the 
masses and the need to work in the same iine of duty with them, and they must do 
everything possible to close the distance and the gap between the leaders and the 
masses caused by subjective and objective factors. Only in this way can we exercise 
greater care than ever for specific work and be more successful in resolving problems.

RESPECT RETIRED CADRES, CARE FOR THEIR WELFARE URGED

[Text] According to the historical records, General Li Jing of the Tang Dynasty, who 
distinguished himself in action, retired of his own volition at the age of 64. Emperor 
Li Shimin of the Tang Dynasty praised him as “being capable of taking into considera- 
tion the national interests" and called him "a model of his generation." The emperor 
also generously presented him with rewards in kind and "allowed him to receive 
emoluments as usual" so that he could spend his later years in happiness. This 
historical lesson is valuable in that it can enlighten us to pay our retired old cadres 
due respect and give them proper care. 


Old cadres have spent most of their lives on horseback fighting wars and serving 

the nation with distinction. Today, some of them entering old age are no longer as 
strong physically as ever. In order to ensure an endless flow of successors to the 
revolution, they have voluntarily vacated their positions and opened them to robust 
middle-aged and younger cadres, without giving any consideration to the losses they 
must personally sustain as a result of such action. Their decision to retire to the 
second line of duty or to their homes, and to take leave from office, is comparable 

to that of Li Jing of the Tang Dynasty, a decision which entitles them to be called 
“models of our time."' They are also entitled to due respect by the people and well- 
considered care and treatment provided by departments concerned with their retirement. 
Since the Third Plenum, organizations ranging from the Central Committee to local party 
committees and government units at all levels have included this work as an important 
item on their agenda. Some of them have established special groups or task forces 

to provide proper medical care, food, housing, and transportation for those old cadres 
who have retired to the second line of duty or to their homes and who have taken 

leave from office, and to look after them politically. They will all be given well- 
considered care in accordance with related regulations. In addition, they have 
organized some retired cadres to prepare reports on education in the revolutionary 
tradition and have helped them write revolutionary memoirs so as to enable them to 
truly play a role as “models of our time." This is a demonstration of our respect 

for our old comrades, a respect they deserve. 


But there are a small number of people who have demonstrated "respect for officials 
and power" instead of for the elderly and worthies. They have obediently followed 
orders from old cadres still in power, and have served them subserviently out of fear 
that their performances might still be considered unsatisfactory by their bosses. 
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But they have given the cold shoulder to old cadres upon their retirement to the second 
line of duty or from office and have ignored them as strangers. Take the old secretary 
of the party committee of a certain company, for example. On the second day of his 
retirement to the second line of duty, he desired to acquaint himself with the opera- 
tion of the company-affiliated plant. The day before, he had asked his administrative 
officer for a car. But the following morning, the administrative officer sent the 

car to pick up and carry the newly appointed younger secretary to the hospital for 

a physical examination. As a result, the old secretary was forgotten. 


This means that old cadres’ retirement to the second line of duty will result in the 
degradation of their privilege to [receive] respect, care and treatment from others, 
while middle-aged and younger cadres’ promotion to the first line of duty will 
upgrade their privileges for daily care accordingly. This snobbish behavior is 
essentially a resurrection of the bureaucratic practice left over by feudal society 
in which "those in power were treated as dearly beloved father figures, while those 
out of power would become strangers even in the eyes of their own children." This 
philistine style of work will have the effect of dampening the enthusiasm of old 
cadres about to retire and will put newly appointed middle-aged and younger cadres on 
the hot spot. It represents a step backward for leading bodies to replace the old 
with the young and to achieve unity between old and younger cadres. 


Old cadres are valuable assets for the revolution. After their retirement, they 
are still valuable assets for the revolution. Therefore, the regulations entitling 
them to proper care and treatment are aimed at meeting the needs of the revolution. 
It is particularly important that all middle-aged and yourtger cadres in the first 
line of duty should show greater respect for old cadres than others, cegard them as 
their teachers, take care of their daily needs, teach all other cadres and the 
masses to show regard for the elderly and worthies, and resist the style, practiced 
by a certain segment of tue population, of “showing respect for officials and power 
alone."

[Text] The Henan Provincial CCP Committee is leading the people of the whole 
province to seriously study the "Resolution" passed by the Sixth Plenary Session 
of the 1lth Party Central Committee, earnestly implement the "guiding principles," 
and resolutely struggle against devious trends in the party. 


The discipline inspection departments of party committees at various levels in 
Henan Province, while studying the "Resolution" passed by the Sixth Plenary Session 
and Comrade Chen Yun's speech on party workstyle, closely took realities into con- 
sideration and profoundly exposed various manifestations of the devious trends in 
the party in Henan Province: politically, some people still harbor sentiments of 
skepticism and resistance toward the party's line, principles, and policies since 
the Six*h Plenary Session of its 1lth Party Central Committee, or even feign 
compliance with them; some people spread rumors and slanders and openly sing a 
tune different from that of the Party Central Committee; some people oppose the 
four basic principles and trumpet bourgeois liberalization. In the economic realm, 
some people use “enlivening the economy" as a pretext to bribe others and accept 
bribes from others, fatten their own pockets at the expense of the public, violate 
state plans, and sabotage financial and economic discipline. The provincial 

party committee encourages discipline inspection departments at various levels to 
exert their spirit, struggle against devious trends with a clear-cut stand, and 
support and protect the vast ranks of the masses within and outside the party in 
their struggle against devious trends, bad people, and bad things. 


While rectifying such devious trends, party committees and discipline inspection 
committees at various levels in Henan Province selected major cases and important 
cases in order, on the basis of investigating and verifying them, to mete out 
solemn punishment to the personnel concerned. During the first half of this year, 
the preparation group of the discipline inspection committee of the provincial 
party committee and discipline inspection committees of regional, municipal, and 
county party committees examined and handled a total of 5,448 such cases of viola- 
tions of discipline. With respect to major cases of such violations of the law 
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and disruptions of discipline about which the reaction on the part of the masses 
has proved to be the most vehement, after they are investigated and verified they 
are also publicized through intraparty circulars and newspapers. One such case 
involved investigating and punishing Cui Jinyin [1508 6855 0603], deputy secretary 
vf the Shangqiu Prefectural Party Committee, who supported and instigated his 
criminal son to engage in activities of speculation and doubledealing. Another 
case was that of Liang Xingsan [2733 2502 0005], deputy chairman of the cultural 
commission of Xinxiang Municipality, and his wife, who covered up their criminal 
son's raping of female youths. Still another involved the case of the responsible 
person of the office of national defense works in the province, who transferred 
without authorization large quantities of lumber intended for military projects. 
While handling these cases with great fanfare, the provincial party committee imple- 
mented the principle of “learning from past mistakes in order to prevent future 
ones, and curing the disease in order to save the patient.” Concerned personnel 
were all given solemn criticism and education and were charged with the responsi- 
bility of carrying out thorough inspections. Those who failed to reform after 
repeated instructions were given the disciplinary punishment they deserved. In 
the case of devious practices in the economic realm, solemn criticism or disci- 
plinary action was respectively meted out to the perpetrators according to the 
nature, circumstances, and degree of harm of the mistakes they had committed, and 
they were also charged with the responsibility of making reasonable economic 
restitution. 


The Henan Provincial Party Committee strictly demanded that leading cadres at 
various levels take the lead in improving the party wrkstyle. Apart from 
holding organizational activities at unspecified intervals, members of the 
provincial party committee and standing committees of various regional and munici- 
pal party committees are also organized into small groups as ordinary party members 
in order to experience such organizational life and accept supervision by the 
masses. During the first half of this year, 112 of the province's 119 counties 
(municipalities), or 94.1 percent of the total, convened county (municipal) party 
committee standing committee meetings on organizational life; 1,503 of the 1,857 
county (municipal) party committee standing committee members, or 80.9 percent of 
the total, participated in those party groups in order to experience organizat ional 
life. Leading cadres of many units took the lead in changing their wrkstyle and 
carrying out investigation and study in a penetrating manner. Changyuan County, 
for instance, transferred 130 cadres and organized them into inspection teams. 
Led by the county party committee secretary and the responsible compades of its 
various subordinate departments and committees, these teams respectively inspected 
the county's 15 communes aud 48 bureau committees one by one. They commended 
units and individuals that seriously studied the "Resolution" and implemented the 
"guiding principles," and criticized party members and cadres wip violated the 
“guiding principles." With their wrk grasped in this manner, the outlook of mt 
a few basic-level party branches underwent pleasing changes. The masses joyously.

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Even ‘Minor’ Good Is Beneficial

[ideological commentary by Wen Liping [3306 4539 1627]: "Don't Refrain from 
Doing Something Good Because It Is Minor"] 


[Text] The dying testament of Liu Bei of the Three Kingdoms period contains 
this statement: "Don't do evil because it is minor; don't refrain from doing 
good because it is minor." Whether or not Liu Bei in his own lifetime practiced 
this principle may be left to amther discussion; what he called good and evil 
is also different from what we understand. But his way of treating good and 
evil is advisable even to this day. 


At present, what we speak of as good and evil has to do with whether or mt they 
are beneficial or harmful t the state, to the people, and to the construction of 
our socialist modernization. That which is beneficial is good, and that which is 
harmful is evii. Toward such good and evil we should, as advocated by Liu Bei, 
put emphasis on the wrd “minor” in order to prevent evil and exalt good. In the 
case of something good, we should d it even if it could not be smaller, so that 
many similar things can accumulate and be given full scope. Im the case of 

evil, we should refrain from doing it even if it could not be smaller, so that it 
can be prevented when it is still insignificant and only incipient. 


We stould say that the overwhelming majority of cadres and party members have a 
clear understanding and a correct attitude toward good and evil. They single- 
mirdedly think of conducting things well for the people, and not in a slipshtod 
manner. As has been published in the newspapers recently, some leading. cadres 
personally grasped questions such as the difficulties the urban masses have en- 
countered in buying beancurd, finding places to eat, making clothes, finding pub- 
lic toilets, etc., and thereby succeeded in slving the masses’ difficulties in a 
practical way; they are deeply welcomed by the masses. Some other leading 

cadres also declined dinner invitations and gifts and refrained from attempting to 
establish “related households." Allof these things serve to reflect that some 
of our cadres are able to start from minor deeds and preserve and give scope to 
our party's fine traditions. But there have also been other cadres and party 
members whose concepts of good and evil have mt become so clear, and whose 
attitude toward good and evil has not become » slemn in recent years. They 
might mt mind aspiring to do "a major good," but toward "a minor good" they 
would not deign to cast a'glance. They might not fail t guard against "a 

major evil," but they wuld think nothing of "a minor evil." With respect to the 
many good things advocated by the party and welcomed by the pewple, they often 
denigrate them as "minor things” and feel completely unmoved in their hearts about 
them or unwilling to handle them, but instead they emphasize something like: 
"When I can't even fully wpe with big things, who would have the mind to bother 
with mimr things such as clothing and fod!" But in the case of timse things 
opposed by the party and loathed and hated by the masses of the people, they some- 
how go after them like a flockof ducks and undertake to handle them without any 
scruples. In the case of devious practices such as resrting to the vulgar artof 
establishing contacts, “test-using" pwducts, extravagant wining and dining, etc., 
they are all sufficiently dauntless to touch them "slightly" and even feel 
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sufficiently justified to speak plausibly at length: “Not that I am violating any 
law, but what could such mimr problems amunt to?" 


Such an erron@us attitude in dealing with good and evil seriously emdes the 
thinking of cadres and party members and dissipates popular supprt. It aggravates 
various devious trends and evil influences and constitutes a serious iti@ lo gical 
obstacle inour present efforts to oppse unhealthy tendencies and give sa pe t 
the party's fine traditions. 


The reasons why such an erron@us attitude Ms taken shape among our party members 
and cadres have been diverse. During the 10-year turmil, the party's fine wrk- 
style has destroyed ani satotaged, and people's wncepts of good and evil became 
confused and blurred; this was one reason. In terms of the present, an imprtant 
reason is that, in our wrk, right and wing are not distinguished and punishment 
and rewards are mot meted out clearly, and the masses are still unable to 
effectively supervise cadres and party members. This has made it pssible for 
certain cadres and party members to take an individualistic stand and an errone@us 
attitude toward good and evil. From their pintof view, it is mt pmfitable 

to do "a minor good" because it might mt bring ‘them any benefit, whereas it 
doesn't @mst them very much to d "a minor evil" because it would mt result in 
any damage to them and wuld net cause them t be scrutinized by party discipline 
or state law, mr wuld it endanger their pwer, psition, and vested interests. 
On the contrary, it could enable them to gain some small advantage and satisfy 
their own selfish desires. Thus they feel quite wofortable, thinking that they 
have gained their way. 


In order to overcome such erroneous attitudes, we need t carry out a number of 
different tasks. From the pint of viewof the cacres and party members then- 
selves, they must proceed from the interests of the state and the people and 
acquire a correct understanding of this question. We say that, from the point of 
view of specific deeds, there are quantitative as well as qualitative differences 
betveen mimr good and mimr evil on the one hand and major good and major evilona 
the other. But, tmwever mimr, good is still good; however, mimr, evil is still 
evil. Although mimr, either good or evil often still has a nore direct and a 
broader connection with the interests of the people. In the meantime, being 
major or mimr is only relative. Certain questions seem to be mimr matters at a 
glance, but under certain conditions they are liable to affect the party's pres- 
tige and become mjor things related to the immediate interests of the vast ranks 
of the masses. If all our cadres and party members can proceed  d& "a mimr 
god" whenver they see it, like Lei Feng did, and carry out as many good things 
and solve as many specific problems as possible for the masses, or play a leading 
and exemplary role in resisting devious practices and evi. influences, maintaining 
public order, protecting public )»roperty, doing a good jobof environmental sani- 
tation and the like, then they will all add brilliance the party and gain the 
trust and support of the masses!

The great hstorical contribu- 
tion of the Third Plenum lay in bravely and decisively correcting the leftist 
mistakes in the guiding ideology. and bringing order out of chaos with caretul 
consideration. We should understand that 2 years after the smashing of the 
"gang of four,” we are still advancing hesitantly. The real bringing of order 
out of chaos began with the Third Plenum. Therefore, only the Third Plenum can 
be considered a really glorious turning point in the history of our party. Of 
course, the thorough eradication of leftist influence in our practical work is 
still a long-term, significant task. 





Since the Third Plenum, we have advanced emancipating the mind, seeking truth 

from facts, and correcting leftist mistakes in the guiding ideology; we have ce‘ 
forth the correct evaluation of Comrade Mao Zedong's merits and faults and Mac 
Zedong Thought's place in history; and we have advanced development of the economy 
and the line, principles, and policies for the construction of the four mode:niza- 
tions.

On the other hand, some people are taking advantage 
of liberalization, even to the extent of opposing the party and socialism. Right 
now we are launching severe and correct criticism and the necessary appropriate 
struggle against this kind of socialist thought, which wants to divorce itself 
from the socialist path and party leadership and to carry out bourgeois 
liberalism. In another example, after the opening of China to foreign countries, 
the influence of outside bourgeois lifestyles and bourgeois thought on some people 
has frequently been unavoidable. What is important is that we must persevere in 
carrying out resistance and struggle without letup. The Central Committee also 
emphasized this point in its directive on allowing Guangdong and Fujian provinces 
to carry out special political policies and flexible measures. We cannot back- 
track because of the appearance of a few problems. We should go forward and 
continue to emarcipate our minds. The emancipation we speak of is not one of 
wild jmagination but is one of seeking truth from facts; it is not bourgeois 
liberalism but is an emancipation of the mind under the guidance of the four 
principles. It is a mistake either to consider emancipation of the mind to be 
the same as bourgeois liberalism, or to consider liberalization to be the result 
of emancipation of the mind. It is an even greater mistake to use emancipation 
of the mind as an excuse to advocate liberalization. 





The resolution of the Sixth Plenum stated: "We must correctly utilize the 

weapons of criticism and self-criticism to overcome all types of mistaken thought 
which are divorced from the party's correct principles." This meeting advocated 
strengthening the leadership of the party on the ideological front, changing lax 
and weak conditions, and carrying out strict anJ correct criticism and necessary, 
appropriate struggle in regard to the various kinds of mistaken tendencies which 
are in violation of the four basic principles, and bourgeois liberalism which has 
divorced itselt from the leadership of the party and from the direction of social- 
ism.

Class- 
mates in the Department of Ligat Industry, freshman food technology class of 
1978, said that our lives must make a contribution to society, and that we must 
rely on people to open up the road of life.

in the team where his family lives, when bonuses were given at the end of the 
year, the commune members used baskets to hold their money; many built new houses 
and bought expensive goods. At the start of this new school year, all classes 
and grades held report-back meetings on their vacation and discussed conditions 
in the villages and what they saw and heard during their vacation. They dis- 
cussed the situation concerning construction and supplies in the cities. Through 
investigations and mutual exchanges during the vacation, everyone felt that 

great results had been achieved. 


Conducting lectures is one more form used by the party and the Youth League of 
Fuzhou University to educate students in ideological political education. In 
order to help the students understand the significance of national economic 
readjustment, the school party committee organized a lecture group made up of 
party and government cadres, Youth League cadres, instructors, lecturers and 
professors and presented a special lecture topic: "If the Situation Is So Good, 
Why Are We Carrying Out a Readjustment?"

Quoting the HEBEI DAILY, the party organ said "the person" had failed to carry out 
the 1978 party resolution against ultra-leftism and refuted the party leadership's 
criticism and resisted attempts to reeducate him. 


"The person" mentioned in the report appears to be Liu, who became first secretary 
of the Hebei Provincial Committee of the Communist Party in August 1966 or the peak 
time of the cultural revolution, the source said. 


Liu has been serving as vice minister of the State Planning Commission since June 
1980. 


If the campaign in Hebei gathers momentum, Liu could face dismissal. 
Observers here are closely watching developments in Hebei since the campaign is 
part of the antileftist and anti-Mao line adopted at the party Central Committee 


in June. 


After the June party decision, the party secretariat convened a party meeting in 
Hebei in July, forcing several local leaders to engage in self-criticism.

ROLE OF PEOPLE'S WAR IN MILITARY THOUGHT ANALYZED

[Text] The Sixth Plenum of the Elevent’ Party Congress passed the 
“Resolution Concerning Historical Questions in Our party Since the 
Founding of the People’s Reputiic of China” realistically and 
appropriately evaluated Comrade Mao Zedong and Mao Zedong Thought 
and this has helped us to more correctly understand the great histor- 
ical status of Comrade Mao Zedong and the great leadership role of 
Mao Zedong Thought. While rejeatedly studying the “Resolution” I 
could not refrain from thinking of the turbulent years of the War of 
Resistance when the people's army of Baiyangdian struggled against 
the enemy under extremely difficult conditions, maintaining firm 
faith in the communist party, the people's army and Chairman Mao, 
gladly sacrificing themselves in wave after wave until victory was 
finally won. 


In 1942 I was leader of the fourth unit of the Hebei Baiyangdian 
Lake guerrila forces. At that time the War of Resistance had just 
entered a stage of stragetic stalemate and conditions in our struggle 
were extremely difficult. This was expecially true after the "Great 
May First Sweep” when the Japanese army and the puppet forces made 
bleckhouses encircling several hundred kilometers of territory at 
Baiyangdian. The Japanese army and the puppet forces repeatediy made 
forays onto Baiyanzdian Lake gradually occupying more and more terri- 
tory in a mad plan to smash our armed resistance. Consequently, the 
guerrila forces adoped the strategic principles found in such works 
of Chairman Mao as "On Protactrated War,” and split into small units, 
going among the masses, hiding in fortified homes, thus preserving 
the forces and maintaining a foothold. The enemy adoped the barbarian 
policy of “murder, pillage and burn,” but the masses maintained their 
faith in the certain victory of Chairman Mao, the communist party 
and the Eighth Army, looked upon the guerrila forces as their own 
army and did whatever they were able to do. Because the guerrila 
forces and the people were forged into one unit we were able to oper- 
ate right beneath the enemy blockhouses and felt quite safe doing so. 
We frequently were able to pass by the enemy blockhouses without 
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their being aware of it. There was one time when we made an attack 

on one Japanese military boat and two puppet army boats and after 
the guerrilla forces left the scene of the battle the enemy support 
forces arrived and forced the peasants to dive into the lake to 
search for lost weapons and ammunition. After some time nothing had 
been recovered and the enemy forces fearing that they might meet with 
the guerrila forces then scurried away. Actually, the peasants had 
found the arms and ammunition which had fallen into the water but 
were unwilling to turn them over to the enemy and concealed then. 
After the enemy had run off all this booty was turned over to the 
guerrila forces. With the masses up to the them the days of the Japan- 
ese and the puppet army were numbered, while the guerrila forces were 
continually augmented and continually becoming stronger with each 
battle. There were many moving stories of "wives who sent their hus- 
bands to the front and mothers who sent their sons to fight the Japan- 
ese.” In 1945, after the guerrila forces of Baiyangdian Lake were 
enlarged to be the main force, they participated in such famous 
battles as the liberation of Shijiazhuang, Taiyuan, Zhangjiakou, 
Tianjin and Beijing. Looking back on all the major and minor battles 
in which I have experienced there is not one in which victory was not 
due to the direct or indirect participation of the masses. I be- 
lieve that the principles of the people‘s war as summed up by Comrade 
Mao Zedong are a magic weapon to defeat our enemies and one which 
never should be discarded. It does not matter how weaponry of future 
wars may develop or how sitiations may change, the conditions of war 
still are those of a people's war, there must be general mobilization, 
the entire nation must be armed and give support to the three in one 
combination of the field armies, local armies and the militia. I 
definitely will sincerely abide by the spirit of the “Resolution,” 
maintain lofty political beliefs, carefully study and research Comrade 
Mao Zedong's military thought, discover the basic nature of and the 
rules which govern the political, economic, military and natural 
conditions of the enemy and ourselves, and apply these rules to 

solve the problems in current conditions in construction of the local 
forces and the militia in order to make complete preparations for 
wars of anti-aggressson.

(Text ] Strict teachers pr duce superior students and strict training 
produces superior soldiers. This principle is understood by every- 
one. Nonetheless, there are some comrades who believe that strict 
training such as that of the PLA cannot be applied in militia train- 
ing. The field training organized by the Armed Forces Department 
for the Anyang Steel Works Artillery Battery proves that there is 

no obstacle to strict militia training. The key to success lies in 
solving the following few problems: 


The leadership must make up its mind to dare to be strict. Both the 
militia and the PLA come from the peasantry. The PLA keeps in pace, 
pressing forward with an indomitable will, daring to attack and 
daring to die, and this is the result of strict training and strict 
demands. If the PLA did not make strict demands the units would dis- 
integrate. If militia training is not strict they well bccome lax 
and develop bad habits, infecting other militia units so that even 
the militia will not be satisfactory. 


Cadres on all levels must set themselves as examples. This is the 
key point deciding whether or not militia training can be made 
strict. If the cadres do not set strict requirements for themselves 
it will be impossible to set strict requirements for militia 
training. If the cadres take the lead in being strict the militia 
will consciously follow the... Our experience in this training exer- 
cise reinforced the point that there must be strict time require- 
ments for training and that group leaders and group cammanders set 
examples in arriving on time. The militia marched through the rain 
for eleven hours before reaching camp but made no protest. This was 
to a great extent due to the fact that cadres of all levels yielded 
the driver cabs and rain gear to the militia. 
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Ideological work must be maintained. If ideological work is done 
properly then militia training can be made strict and can remain 
strict for a long time. When the sixth gunner of the second squad 
of the anti-aircraft battery of the sintering plant first arrived 
at the camp he felt very restricted and could not withstand the 
hardships and fatigue. The plant's armed forces specialized miii- 
tary cadre had repeated discussions with him and helped him to place 
strict demands upon himself. Several days before the live ammuni- 
tion practice the second gunner became ill and was temporarily re- 
Placed by the sixth gunner, who rose early to practice hard by hin- 
self and was able to attain a score of excellent in target practice 
with live ammunition. He was highly commended by the leadership and 
his comrades in arms. 


Organize a great variety of extra-curricular activities. Military 
and cultural affairs are contrasts in that one is tense while the 
other is relaxed. Militia training cannot make a constant drain on 
one's energy but must alternate between tension and relaxation, 
work and pleasure must be combined and field training exercises 
especially must have well organized extra-curricular activities. In 
this training period we organized ten basketball teams and used the 
evening hours to play three sets of ten games. We printed up twelve 
revolutionary songs and organized singing groups in each battery. 
We had ten evenings of cultural activity meetings. We also organized 
the companies into groups to take ocean-going excursions and climb 
mountains. These activities were very helpful in achieving success 
in militia training.

ANTITANK MISSILEMEN IMPROVE SKILL BY USING SIMULATOR

[Text] The ancient history books of our country have accounts of many archers who 
had marvelous skills. The “Historical Records" say: "In the State of Chu there 
was a great marksman named Yang Youji who could shoot an arrow through a willow 
leaf at a hundred paces every time." The literary allusion "piercing the willow 
leaf at a hundred paces" refers to this event! The "Book of Han" records the 
superb skill at archery of another marvelous archer, the "flying general" Li Guang, 
saying that when he shot an arrow from his bow, the enemy "fell at the twang of 
his bowstring." There are even more heroes of this type portrayed in traditional 
opera. The story of the "general of the House of Yang," Yang Wenguang, who as a 
juvenile took part in an archery contest on a drillground and boldly won the com- 
mander-in-chief's seal, has been circulating among the masses for hundreds of 
years. 


Today what we will talk about is a new generation of superb archers who have come 
to the fore during the construction of modernization in the PLA. They operate a 
sophisticated weapon that is on a new level of modern national defense--the anti- 
tank guided missile. It is descriptively called by the people the "Red Arrow," 
and it has the power to put holes in the thickest steel armor. It is as stubborn 
and intractable as a wild horse, but when controlled by these modern skilled ar- 
chers, it hits its target every time. 


Early one morning in late autumc, the sun was rising from the line where sea joins 
sky, painting the mountain peaks gold, at a certain place in the northern part of 
the country. Under camouflage nets, "Red Arrows" lay on their launch rails. Four 
missilemen, each about 20 years old, were standing calmly and quietly at their 
battle stations, looking straight ahead with flashing eyes. Taking up our binocu- 
lars, we saw jutting up in a field several kilometers in front of us six tank 
targets made of steel plates. Painted on each target was a small white circle, 

in the middle of which was a cross. The position of the circle marked the "vital 
heart" of the tank. 


"Target No 1, ready, fire!" As the commander's order fell away, we heard a "hiss" 
and a fireball left its launch rail, describing an arc in the sky as it sped to- 
ward the target. After a few seconds there was a "boom": the fireball had hit 
the target with precision. 
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One by one the "Red Arrows" flew out. When the sixth one was launched, the fire- 
ball left the launch rail like a wild horse slipping its reins, shooting straight 
up into the sky. The young missilemen quickly steered it with practiced skill. 
The speeding “wild horse" suddenly plunged straight down and disappeared as it was 
nearing its target. Nervous and inwardly fretting, we said: "Damn, damn!" Just 
then, the "wild horse" jumped up over the top of a grainfield and unswervingly hit 
the tank target. 


For the second time, we picked up our binoculars and took a careful look. There 
was a hole in the middle. of each white circle on the first, second, and fourth 
targets. The third, fifth, and sixth targets had been knocked down by the power- 
ful impact of the missiles. Jumping out of our trench, we ran forward to inspect 
them and found that the missiles had also landed in the middle of the white cir- 
cles on these three targets. The timekeeper told us that the six "Red Arrows" 
took only 1 minute 15 seconds to destroy the six "tanks." 


In comparison with drawing a bow and releasing an arrow that "pierces a willow 
leaf at a hundred paces," how much more splendid and astonishing is the firing of 
these "Red Arrow” guided missiles! After all, a bow and arrow is a primitive 
weapon. This guided missile is a sophisticated weapon for national defense that 
is the result of bringing together modern science and technology. If missilemen 
want to train in the skills for this kind of superb "willow-leaf piercing," they 
must not only work and train as hard as in the historical story "Ji Chang Learns 
To Shoot," but they must also possess modern scientific and technical knowledge. 
In a certain sense, modern warfare is a test of one's strength in science and 
technology. Unless one has a high degree of scientific knowledge, a guided mis- 
sile that is fired can swerve back and not only not "pierce" the "willow leaf" but 
also injure oneself. In the new situation, in which we are advancing toward the 
modernization of national defense, the officers and men of our army are making 
every effort to bring about new scenes everywhere. 


On our visit to the "Red Arrow" guided missile company, we saw fighters practic- 
ing aiming the missile in front of a fluorescent screen and practicing operating 
the missile in front of a simulator. If we had not been briefed beforehand, we 
would have thought we were stepping into a laboratory. 


In front of the three-dimensional simulator, consisting of a long track, we care- 
fully watched the fighters training by simulating the launching of a missile. At 
the head of the simulator was an iron frame t’it could glide along the track, and 
on the frame was a "guided missile" that could freely move up or down, left or 
right. At the other end of the simulator was a small red hole representing the 
"tank" to be hit. The willow leaf "pierced at a hundred paces" was a finger- 
breadth wide, but this target was only as big as a small grain of rice! The 
fighters, holding their breath, calmly operated the “guided missile," which swift- 
ly flew past and smacked into the hole. With a “plonking" sound, the red hole 

lit up. 





Prompted by curiosity, we also dropped to a prone position before the simulator 
and tried our aim. We operated it without the least effort, but to control the 
"missile" so that it flew toward the fixed target was truly "as difficult as as- 
cending into the blue sky." Even though each of us tried several times, none of 
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us was successful. But when we looked through the book that records the training 
achievements of the fighters, we found that many of them had hit the target 15 
times in succession. 


The company's cadres told us that to become a missileman who can "pierce a willow 
leaf at a hundred paces," one must possess the physique of an athlete, the meticu- 
lousness of an embroidery girl, and the patience of a watchmaker. For every 
launching there must be a high degree of concentration of thought, sensitivity of 
reaction, and unity of hand and eye. In accordance with these demands, all the 
young fighters, focusing on their shortcomings, temper themselves arduously. 
Clumsy fellows patiently train their fingers so that they are as fine and deli- 
cate as those of an eye doctor performing surgery. Shy youths make a point of 
appearing before a wide audience in a hall in order to make themselves bold and 
forceful. In peacetime, the fighters train in quiet places, where it is easy 

for them to concentrate their minds, but in the future, when they go to a battle- 
field with gunfire licking the heavens, how will they do? They deliberately 
create an environment and an atmosphere of noise and bustle to train in, and, ob- 
taining quiet amid the noise, they gradually train so that “their ears would not 
hear the sound of guns and they could concentrate on aiming at the enemy." 


As we left the guided missile company, an incident related by the company cadres 
when briefing us still rang in our ears. Although small, the incident is a good 
reflection of the thinking of the current generation of young fighters. In the 
first month after the guided missile company was formed, the fighters of the com 
pany received over 40 parcels mailed from home, not one of which contained food 
or clothes. All of the parcels contained books on the specialized knowledge per- 
taining to guided missiles and reading materials on mathematics, physics, and 
chemistry. Although the fighters in this company are all just senior middle 
school graduates, they understand the weight of the burden placed upon them by 
the party and the people and understand that there exists among them a gap in 

the scientific and technical knowledge which they need to become good missilemen. 
There is only one way to narrow this gap: Study, study, and study again! 


This is precisely the key to becoming modern skilled archers who can "pierce a 
willow leaf at a hundred paces."

BASIC-LEVEL MILITIA CADRES RANKS NOW PLAY KEY ROLE

[Text] I recently investigated the situation with regard to militia work in the 
rural areas and discovered that all basic-level militia cadres are devoted to the 
revolutionary cause, that militia work is vigorous, that there are militia units 
with a sufficient pioneering spirit, and that militia work is being done fairly 
well. On the other hand, there are a fair amount of shortcomings in it. This 
caused me to understand more deeply that “after the political line is determined, 
the cadres are the decisive factor." In the rural areas, in which there is a new 
situation as a result of the implementation of various forms of the production 
responsibility system, only by grasping well the buildup of the cadre ranks at the 
basic level can militia work show new signs of improvement. 


Some comrades think that with the number of soldiers a company or a platoon com 
mander has under his command, because the activities of his unit are planned by 
higher authorities and because the training of his unit is handled by cadres of 
the people's armed force department, he himself needs only to blow whistles and 
shout commands, and that it is not necessary to make a big thing out of his role. 
This view is mistaken. Actually, under past conditions in which "work started 

in one line and was done in one segment" and “the drillground is for training and 
the classroom is for learning," militia cadres are not far off the mark. At 
present, however, the production responsibility system is being implemented in 
the rural areas and, as a consequence, the militia group formation should also 
change. Under these conditions, the past practice of having militia activities 
concentrated mainly in the people's armed forces department of the commune and 
the militia battalion of the production brigade is unsuitable. A great number of 
normal activities of the militia must depend for their organization and supervi- 
sion on the basic-level militia company and platoon commanders, who must suit 
measures to local conditions and seasons. This creates even higher demands on 
the ideological level, intellectual level, and organizational and command capabil~ 
ities of the great number of basic-level militia cadres. Therefore, the active 
adoption of measures to get a good grip on the buildup of the cadre ranks at the 
basic level has become a task that cannot be ignored by the party committees and 
people's armed forces departments at all levels. 
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To get a good grip on the buildup of the cadre ranks at the basic level, it is of 
primary importance, through powerful ideological work, to heighten the militia 
cadres’ sense of responsibility, to help them put in their proper places the inter- 
ests of the revolution, consciously to overcome the incorrect idea that to be a 
militiaman means “suffering losses" and “suffering wrongs," to display the spirit 
of being masters, and enthusiastically to devote all their heart and might to the 
strengthening of the militia buildup. People's armed forces departments at all 
levels should regularly go down to the basic level, find out the ideological and 
work condition of the militia cadres, focus oa existing problems, and timely take 
all sorts of effective measures such as conducting study classes, replacing lec- 
tures with meetings, and exchanging experiences in order to rapidly improve the 
capacity of the basic-level militia cadres for working independently. At the same 
time, they must also coordinate with the party committees and the organizational 
departments in actively doing a good job of training and inspecting basic-level 
militia cadres. Those militia cadres who are diligent and assiduous in their 
studies and who make arduous efforts to effect a breakthrough in militia work must 
be highly commended and rewarded; those militia cadres whe are fairly old, whose 
fighting will is on the wane, and who are not equal to their job must be readjust- 
ed at the right moment.

MILITARY EXERCISE DISPLAYS POWER OF COMBINED ARMS

[Text] Since the beginning of this year, we have observed a series of military 
exercises under modern conditions at a training ground in the northern part of the 
country. From ground to air, numerous units of the military service arms have been 
closely coordinated. Guided missiles and rockets whizzed through the sky; aircraft 
and tanks sped by irresistibly. The opposing two armies, "red" and “blue,” caught 
in a succession of "lightning flashes" in the camera lens, composed a magnificent 
pictorial scroll of modern three-diuwensional warfare. The sudden-changing grand 
spectacle on the training ground greatly inspired the observers. 





This series of maneuvers indicated that the PLA has made new strides forward in 
improving its capability for coordinated operations by combined-arms forces and in 
applying modern operational measures. Leading comrades of the Party Central Com 
mittee who had come to observe the maneuvers excitedly praised them, saying: This 
is good training, with boldness of vision and a lot of martial atmosphere! 


Stressing Scientific Organization and Command 


On the day that we went to the office of Huang Shuying [7806 2885 5391], a people's 
hero of the war years and today a commander of a combined-arms force, to interview 
him, we saw two walls covered with charts filled with mathematical figures. Dis- 
cussing the organizational command of a military exercise, Huang Shuying spewed 
forth a string of figures: the maximum range of this kind of artillery piece, the 
slope-climbing capability of that model of tank and the power of this type of can- 
non, the types of fighter planes, attack planes, and bombers.... While talking, 
he took out of a bag a roll of maps--among them a map showing the deployment of 
the opposing “red" and “blue” armies, a map of the plan for carrying out the exer- 
cise, etc. Every figure on the maps was written in the correct imitation Song 
Dynasty style. Huang Shuying smilingly told us: This is my "treasure bag," and 

I take it with me wherever I go so that I will have some data. 


This interview left us with a deep impression: The organization and command of 
the operation of a modern combined-arms force cannot be carried out without accu- 
rate data and scientific calculations. 
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Everything that we saw in succession through the brilliant camera lens during the 
exercise vividly illustrated this point. 


The “red" army units began at once their counterattack on the “blue” army units. 
First, powerful groups of fiehter planes flew ty the battle zone to gain air 
supremacy. Antiaircraft groups of the “blue” army immediately opened fierce fire. 
Just as the radio announcer was finishing his briefing, a group of silver-colored 
fighter planes of the “red™ army skimmed over like shooting stars, and almost 
simultaneously came the “thuiwp, thump, thump” of explosions, and the intense anti- 
aircraft fire left shellburs s like snowflakes behind the planes. Another wave 
of fighter planes cam flying sideways, and antiaircraft shells were also fired 
without letup at these aircraft, exploding with brilliant white flashes in the 
azure sky. Looking up into the sky, we couldn't hold back our praise: "Clever, 
clever!" One could infer that if the flyers had been a little slower or the gun- 
ners a little impatient, there would be many big accidents! 


Then there was this incident: In village D there is a dirt road 100 meters long 
that links three highways. During the exercise, a tank unit, an artillery unit, 
and motorized infantry came speeding respectively along the three highways at 
about the same time, and all of ti! m wanted to cross this dirt road and go to 
their respective sectors. In the pre-exercise period, because the staff work had 
not been meticulous, an error of only 5 minutes was made, but as a result the 
three mechanized units were blocked here for several hours and their commanders 
stamped their feet in fury. Summing up this lesson from experience, they opened 
another road and thereby successfully solved this problem. 


"Time means victory." Under conditions of modern coordinated operations, this 
sentence means not only speed but accuracy. If one stresses only speed and does 
not seek accuracy, one will be bound to throw oneself into disorder. 


Today in the PLA there are many commanders who went through the era of "millet 
plus rifles" and who have learned the skills involved in organizing and commanding 
modern warfare. In exercises on certain topics, the aircraft that participate are 
of many types, and large groups of aircraft appear in turn in the same airspace at 
different altitudes; between the types of aircraft, between the groups of aircraft, 
and between air and ground, the time difference for coordination and cooperation 
is measured in the twinkling of an eye. When various calibers of cannon fire live 
shells from different artillery positions to cover an infantry assault step by 
step, the timing of the shells falling to the ground and the distances between 
burst points demand absolute accuracy. 


The Graceful Fall From Heaven of Divine Soldiers 


After the fierce artillery fire, the rumble of aircraft from afar drew near. A 
swarm of helicopters flew close to the mountain ridges, and transport planes flew 
near the “battle zone" positions. Looking through telescopes, we could see black 
dots one by one jumping out of the aircraft cabins.... 


People like to use the term “divine soldiers falling from heaven" to describe the 


heroic posture of paratroopers. The paratrooper arm is still a young service arm 
in our army. In this exercise we saw the grace and martial prowess of this arm. 
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Look, just as the “biue” army's units who have landed by helicopter are fighting 
the "red" army for possession of various hilltops, a powerful group of "blue" 
army transport planes in turn drops the main force—the paratroopers-——-at each 
drop zone. Tiny spots sparkle in the sunlight as the large number of parachutes 
in many tight layers descend to the surface. After landing, the paratroopers 
immediately form into combat formations and launch assaults. 


Among the parachutes that dropped cut of the sky, a marked one was manipulated by 
regimental commander Yin Chengfu [1438 2052 1381]. This commander, who has been 
a paratrooper for 20 years, graduated from a military school this spring with ex- 
cellent marks in eight subjects. Just as his parachute touched the ground, the 
staff and radio operators of the regiment's headquirters dropped to the ground 
around him. In the sky they had manipulated their parachutes so as to draw close 
to the regimental commander. The air-dropped regimental command post quickly be- 
gan its work on an unnamed height, issuing combat directives and orders to various 
battalions and companies. 


Another commander whom we interviewed was paratroop company commander Dong Guicun 
[5576 6311 1317]. He is thoroughly skilled, and his courage exceeds that of an 
ordinary person. He often says: “A paratrooper's activities are in the sky and 
in the enemy's rear. Only by courage can he conquer danger." During this exer- 
cise, possibly because of the effect of a contrary air current, his large para- 
chute did not open, and, falling at a speed of nearly 100 meters per second, in 
only a little over 10 seconds he would plunge to his death on the ground. Un- 
alarmed, Dong Guicun coolly handled this unusual situation. Just as he was about 
to hit the ground he braked himself by opening the small spare parachute. Land- 
ing safely, he plunged into battle. When his companion, company commander Ma 
Zhenxiang [7456 2182 4382], landed on the ground, he injured his coccyx. Bearing 
the pain, he led his unit in a charge to the top of a hill. After he had return- 
ed from his victory, we inquired about his injury. He said: "The speed of a 
paratrooper's descent is great. His feet strike with a force of over 1,000 kilo- 
grams, so it is not unusual for an injury to occur when his feet strike the 
ground." He said this matter-of-factly, his tone revealing the traditional heroic 
mettle and fighting style of ou’ army. 


Weather Is Added to the Coordination Equation 


We went to a weather station to get an interview, and all the while we were talk- 
ing, Li Huatian [2621 0553 7812], deputy chief of the weather room, and Ji Hengzhi 
[4764 1854 2535], the chief observer, were frequently called away by telephone 
calls. Some calls were from engineers, some from tankmen, some from antichemical 
warfare soldiers, and even the regimental infantry teams had many inquiries about 
the weather. The deputy chief and the chief observer said that at the busiest 
time they receive between 60 and 70 calls a day. But we saw that they were not 
vexed in the least. On the contrary, they said happily: "This is excellent! It 
shows that none of the commanders in the various service arms can do witl.sut our 
profession, and that they are all considering problems of training in coordinated 
operations. From our small weather station, one's nose gets a strong whiff of 
modernization." 


Following the raising of our army's level of modernization and the changes in its 
tactical thought, weather has become one kind of fighting capacity and has joined 
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the ranks of coordinated operations by the various service arms. The artillery 
needs "sheli-trajectory weather" to ensure firing precision. The antichemical 
warfare cocps uses weather reports to carry out its activities of defense against 
atomic, cliemical, and bacteriological weapons. Engineers must have reliable 
weather information before they can prepare and plan beforehand to ensure that 
rivers and roads do not affect military movements. The launching of guided mis- 
Ssiles, the laying of mines by rockets, the advance of armo.ced forces, the landing 
of paratroopers, and the dropping of bombs by aircraft--none of these operations 
can escape the restrictions of weather. If commanders do not take weather into 
account, the combined-arms force cannot be contracted into a powerful "fist." 


Again the telephone rang, and the deputy chief and chief observer had to break 

off our interview with them temporarily. Formerly, 1 hour before the exercise was 
to begin, the command post had requested that the weather observatory watch the 
sky attentively. We asked: "Wasn't today's weather forecast earlier?" Laughing- 
ly, they said: "The sky contains unstable winds and clouds. A joint operational 
exercise by all service arms requires us to provide the weather conditions at any 
time and any place. Take the wind, for example. The sky is divided into many 
layers of wind, and in every layer the wind direction can be different and can 
shift, in which case the flight of airplanes and the trajectory of artillery shells 
are disturbed. To provide the command post of a combined-arms force with timely 
information on these conditions is truly of extreme importance." 


From the military exercise ground came the sound of artillery and bombs, and the 
weather observatory, like a complex machine, intensified its operations. In the 
observation room, the briefer in a loud voice reported to the military exercise 
team the information on the latest weather chart. In the room, the radios espe- 
cially used by the artillery, paratroop, and other service arms transmitted re- 
ports on wind and cloud conditions. Red sounding balloons rose into the sky. In 
the facsimile room, radio receivers reproduced weather forecast maps coming in 
from various observatories and stations. The satellite cloud chart room was re- 
ceiving photographs taken in space and relayed by weather satellites; they were 
as clear as a painted sketch and were immediately sent to the military exercise 
command post. All personnel on duty were bent over maps and charts, carefully 
observing and analyzing, and they frequently answered telephone calls from the 
command post inquiring about the weather. 


The weather radar revolved and turned, measuring the wind and watching for rain. 
From "Performance" Comes Confidence 


On the military exercise ground, a group of fighters were cleaning up the site. 
We asked them: Did you gain any knowledge from taking part in this kind of exer- 


cise? 


One fighter waved his hand, pointing to groups of tank targets, and said exultant- 
ly: Look, to totally wipe out this many armored reptiles so forcefully required 
the integrated striking power of a combined-arms force! 


A cadre at his side took up the thread of the conversation: "In the past, once 
modern warfare was mentioned one thought of an attack by a concentrated group of 
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tanks-—-a dark mass shoving its way forward! Therefore, some people felt that we 
lacked the means to do this. That was because for a long time we had long been 
confined to our own little world of a single service arm, thought only of the 
weapons at hand, and could not see the power of combined operations. The ‘per- 
formance’ in this exercise truly broadened our horizons and gave us confidence!" 


Our mood was immediately lifted by these fighters. Was not what we were just see- 
ing from the exercise command post precisely a heavy attack which displayed this 
new kind of power! 


The attack by a tank armada of the “blue” army was launched from a long distance 
away, and the "red" army, holding fast to its positions, laid down a powerful net- 
work of air and ground fire. Heavy bombers continuously dropped bombs from a high 
altitude, and wave after wave of fast attack planes dived and strafed. Powerful 
rockets “spoke.” Behind us, cannons belched flame and their shells whizzed over 
our heads, emitting earthshaking sounds when they landed, and sending thick smoke 
up into the sky. 





Through telescopes that penetrated the thick black smoke of gunpowder, we saw the 
"blue" army's tanks, under the blows of the "red" army, gradually lose their orig- 
inal momentum. Look, a type of guided missile called "Red Arrow" flies from the 
"red" army's positions. In the sky the guided missiles become fiery balls that 
whizz by, now high and now low, now left and now right, and clamp down tightly on 
their targets. Just as eight "blue" army tanks emerged from the smoke, shells 
from eight "red" army cannons smashed into the tanks and overturned them. 


Suddenly there was a swishing sound. Somebody yelled: "The rockets are laying 
mines!"' We saw rockets in the sky releasing antitank mines, to each of which was 
attached a pure white parachute, and, like the "heavenly maiden scattering flowers,’ 
the parachutes fluttered to the ground, in the twinkling of an eye laying a mine- 
field in the path of the advancing “blue” army tanks. The tanks could neither ad- 
vance nor retreat, and thus they could not escape their doom. 


After the conclusion of the exercise, we inspected the "battlefield." Many of the 
fixed and movable tank targets deployed on the hillside were pitted with countless 
shellholes. The “tanks," made of steel plates several millimeters thick, that had 
been hit by guided missiles were pierced with holes as big as the mouth of a bowl, 
and some of them, struck particularly hard, had toppled over. On the field, some 
tanks that had been "crippled" were emitting thick smoke.... Looking at all of 
this, we could not refrain from reciting from Su Dongpo's poem "The Great River 
Flows East": "While we talked and laughed, the masts and spars of the ship dis- 
solved into ashes and smoke."

HAINAN CIRCULAR ON OPPOSING SUPERSTITION

[Text] The propaganda department of the Hainan Regional CCP Committee has issued 
a circular to commence a propaganda and educational campaign aimed at opposing 
feudal superstitions in all urban and rural areas throughout the region prior 

to the new year and spring festival period in 1982, 


According to the circular, during the new year and spring festival period, 
feudal superstitions activities usually liven in urban and rural areas in the 
region; and clan disputes and factional fights usually occur in the same period. 
In order to safeguard the stability of social order in all urban and rural areas 
of the region, ensure normal operations in the production, livelihood, cultural 
and recreational activities of the masses of the people and enable them to 
celebrate the new year and spring festival with jubiliation, units in various 
areas are requested, in the light of reality, to conscientiously carry out 

a propaganda and education campaign opposing feudal superstitions. 


The circular emphasized that party committees at different levels must pay 
sufficient attention to this work, and vigorously grasp it for a certain period 
of time along with the rectification of public security. The propaganda 
departments Haikou Municipality, and counties, factories, mines and other 
enterprises must actively play leading roles, promptly and earnestly coordinate 
with the departments concerned to launch a propaganda and educational campaign 
in atheism on a grand scale, while closely integrating the propaganda and 
educational campaign opposing feudal superstitions with that aiming at building 
[word indistinct] civilization. 


According to the circular, in some rural areas, promoters of feudal superstitious 
activities, in making use of the superstitious mentality of a number of the 
masses, to advocate belief in gods and spirits,start rumours to deceive the masses 
and wait for the opportune moment to practice extortion or even commit murder in 
order to take other people's money. We must resolutely take strong measures 
against these practices and punish these elements according to law, bringing them 
to public trial, so as to crack down on unhealthy tendencies and encourage 

healthy trends and thus enable the propaganda and educational campaign opposing 
feudal superstitions to proceed smoothly. 
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The circular of the propaganda department of the Hainan Regional CCP Committee 
also urged units in various areas and propaganda and cultural departments to 
speed up preparations for a number of healthy and bracing programmes of enter- 
tainment which are to be performed by professional and amateur theatre troupes 
in various areas during the festive period.

CURRENT SIGNIFICANCE OF LU XUN'S WRITING ANALYZED 
Tianjin XINGANG WENXUEYUEKAN [NEW PORTS] in Chinese No 9, 15 Sep 81 pp 4-8 


{Talk by Li Jiye [2621 7221 6851] at a meeting commemorating Lu Xun's centenary of 
birth: "The Practical Significance of Learning from Lu Xun"] 


[Text] We are meeting here today to commemorate the centenary of the birth of 

Lu Xun, a great man of letters, thinker and revolutionary, the most correct, coura- 
geous, resolute, faithful, warmhearted and unprecedented national hero. The Resolution 
of the Sixth Plenary Session of the llth Party Congress states: 


"Socialism must have a high level of spiritual civilization...educate the people 
and youth in a Marxist world outlook and communist morality...develop the patriotic 
spirit of placing the interests of the motherland above all else...." In this new 
period of building a socialist spiritual civilization, our commemorative meeting 

is of specially momentous significance. Lu Xun left behind a wealth of valuable 
cultural legacy, words and deeds in all aspects of spiritual civilization that we 
can learn from. To learn from him, use him as a mirror to take a good look at 
ourselves, remold ourselves and, treating others as we would ourselves, influence 
and enlighten the broad masses of the people so as to turn his teachings into 
material forces helping to make our country a truly socialist civilized nation--this 
is the true significance and value of commemorating Lu Xun. 


Lu Xun had a great love for the motherland. After arriving in Japan, he first took 

up the study of medicine because he believed that a healthy people were the foundation 
of a strong country. Then, watching a slide show on the Russian-Japanese war, he saw 
how a group of Chinese looked on with indifference as a Chinese said to be a Russian 
spy was shot to death by the Japanese. He was disappointed. He came to believe 

that the most important thing was not physical health but remolding the national 
character. He abandoned his medical studies and turned to the study of the arts in 
order to use literature and art as weapons. He sympathized with the weak nations 

and translated literary works from these nations in order to introduce them to China. 
He praised the rebellious spirit and wrote "Moluoshi Lishuo" in which he introduced 

to his readers the life and major works of several poets possessing a strong rebellious 
spirit. About 20 years later, in his "Written after ‘The Tomb'," he wrote: "Perhaps 
it is worthwhile to read the stories of the various poets presented here." His 
patriotic spirit can be summed up in one of his own lines of poetry: "I will offer 

my blood in worshipping Xuan Yuan.[A name for Huangdi, or the Yellow Emperor, a 
legendary monarch said to be the first ancestor of the Chinese nation. ] 
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At the time when Lu Xun was studying In Japan, the Ching Dynasty rule was already 
corrupt to the core. ‘The imperialist powers were all eyeing China covetously, hoping 
to carve up its territory among themselves. In his "Brief Survey of Chinese Geology” 
Lu Xun wrote: "The big powers surround us like rippling waves, spreading out their 
hands fanwise, their beastly saliva dripping like the pouring rain. They make maps 
and state their intentions, and meet with one another to discuss and deliberate." 
Such was the situation at the time. There were also traitors who colluded with the 
enemies from without and did things that ceded our national sovereignty and brought 
on national humiliation. With great indignation Lu Xun wrote: “Alas, with our country 
in critical danger, it is all we can do to protect it with care and caution. How can 
one bring the robbers into the edifice and help wreck its supports and pillars to 
accelerate its downfall!" His vigilance against imperialism and his anxiety born of 
patriotism were of great significance then and are thought-provoking now. 





Lu Xun long recognized that feudalism was the chronic illness endangering our country, 
the root of the trouble impeding progress. Even before the 4 May Movement, he wrote 
"My View on Chastity," attacking feudal morality. "A Madman's Diary" was a summons 

to war denouncing the entire feudal system. Aside from raising the slogans demanding 
science and democracy, the 4 May Movement was launched chiefly to oppose imperialism 
and feudalism. Lu Xun's early thinking coincided with this mainstream and developed 
onto a higher level as time passed and as he gained in revolutionary experience. 


That is why Comrade Mao Zedong said that Lu Xun was "the greatest and most courageous 
standardbearer of the new cultural army...the chief commander of China's cultural 
revolution." Lu Xun's achievements and influence showed that he was fully worthy 

of the description. 


After the magazine XINQLNG NIAN [NEW YOUTH] split up and fell apart, Lu Xun experienced 
a short period of despondency and uncertainty: 


The new literary circle is quiet. 

The old battlefield is at peace. 

A lone pawn standing in between. 

I am burdened with uncertainty. 
This was a true description of his mental state. And yet in his preface to "Wanderings” 
he cited as an inscription two lines from Qu Yuan's poem "Li Sao": 


The road is endlessly far and long, 
I will go in search up the heaven and down the earth. 


Going forward in search of the future, he spent his time training new forces while 
writing short dagger-and-javelin like essays "criticizing society and civilization’ 
in relation to the realities of China. His criticism touched many sides and was 
extremely sharp and to the point, and because of it he made so many enemies that 
quite a number of people vilified him as "nihilist." What they meant was that he 
negated everything. What vicious distortion and shameless slander! All we need to 
do is to read "Have the Chinese Lost their Self-Confidence?" to find out what great 
love Lu Xun had for his country and his people, what great national pride he had, 
what deep hatred he harbored for the reactionary rule, what noble respect and love 
he had for those who quietly dedicated their lives to the motherland! 
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[ hear that some of our young people have lost confidence in the future of our 
country and therefore have no personal aspirations and expectations. They are greatly 
dispirited. I suggest that they read this article carefully, especially the following 
two passages, which are among the most valuable spiritual food Lu Xun left us: 


Since ancient times our country has had people who immersed 
themselves in hard work, people who went all out to tackle 
problems, people who championed the causes of the ordinary 
people, people who laid down their lives for justice.... 

Even though they constituted a part of the “official history" 
which was practically the family history of emperors, princes, 
generals and prime ministers, this fact cannot cover up their 
shining qualities. They were the backbone of China. 


Even now we do not lack such people. They have firm faith 

and do not deceive themselves. They are carrying on the fight, 
one stepping into the breach as another falls, yet at the same 
time they are being destroyed and blotted out and are disappear- 
ing into the dark and no one will know about them. You may say 
that a portion of the Chinese people have lost self-confidence, 
but it would be pure slander to describe all the people that 
way. 


These are indeed solid words that have the ring of bells and musical stones, words 
filled with a sincere love for the motherland. 


The most important thing in a socialist spiritual civilization is human relationships. 
The “five stressed and four points of beauty" serve this relationship. Ours is a 
socialist system. We have abolished the relationship of man exploiting man, thus 
laying a good foundation for human relationships. This is a great historical 
transformation. We should treasure it, protect it, and perfec~ it. 


We must not cut off history when we are building a spiritual civilization. We should 
inherit the finest of the civilization of the past and carry it forward to greater 
heights. Here it will be to our own benefit to review Lenin's teachings. In his 
"Tasks of the Youth League" Lenin wrote: "We should clearly recognize that we can 
build a proletarian culture only when we correctly understand the culture created 

by mankind through its entire process of development and remold this culture.... 
Proletarian culture will not drop from heaven.... We can become communists only 

when we enrich our minds with the entire wealth of knowledge created by mankind." 
Many of Lu Xun's teachings can be said to be the finest of the past civilization. 





We should understand them, inherit them and use them to guide our actions. 


Human relationships embody relationships between husband and wife, between parents 
and children, between friends. In the old days these relationships were maintained 
by the feudal order of importance. Today they should be maintained by love and 
friendship, two noble human feelings, important components of the spiritual civiliza- 
tion, important yardsticks for measuring human character. 


We know that under the feudal system, marriage was arranged according to “parents’ 
command and matchmakers' words." The person to be married had no say. In entering 

a marriage contract, the woman must "follow the chicken if married to a chicken, follow 
the dog if married to a dog," being yoked also by the “three obediences and four 
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virtues." Women were required to be "chaste," whereas for men, "the younger ones 
can have illicit affairs or go whoring, the older ones can buy concubines." All this 
sounds ridiculous today, but before the May Fourth Movement this was the universal 
fate of Chinese women. In July 1918 Lu Xun wrote "My View on Chastity" and “Random 
Thoughts" No 40. In the former, with deep sympathy for women he attacked the irrational 
marriage system and the harsh relationship between husband and wife under the feudal 
System. The situation has changed after several scores of years and we must admit 
there has been progress. But are the husband-wife relationships and the marriage 
system now perfect? It does not seem so. Lu Xun‘'s “Random Thoughts" No 40 is there- 
fore still of significance today. Lu Xun wrote this article after he received a 
poem entitled "Love" from a young married man. In this poem the young man said that 
his marriage was arranged by his parents, that he harbored no ill feelings toward 
them, and that this relationship with his wife was harmonious. But, “Love! A pity 

I don't know what you're like!" Lu Xun said: "This is the blood's steam, the true 
voice of an awakened person." That love should be the basis of the husband-wife 
relationship seems to be common knowledge to everyone, yet reality makes us doubt 
whether this is so. We have often noticed the newspapers criticizing some people for 
demanding, as conditions of marriage, "several major pieces," "36 legs," etc., making 
marriage a barter and no less. I have seen a cartoon the title of which I remember 
as "Sprinkling Pepper." Pepper is sprinkled on all kinds of dishes, and the label on 
the pepper bottle says "Love." It just goes to show that after years of suppression 
and isolation, many people no longer know what love is, so that a description of love 
in their literary or art works can only appear as sprinkling pepper at random. That 
is why I consider this short piece of "Random Thoughts" of Lu Xun's significant even 
today. 





Lu Xun not only showed deep sympathy for women and voiced grievances on their behalf, 
he also spoke highly of them and was just in his appraisal. In his "In Memory of 
Liu Hezhen" he wrote: "I began to witness the way Chinese women handle affairs only 
last year. Although they are still a minority, they have shown thenuselves to be able 
resolute and indomitable, and have time and again won my admiration. As for this 
latest incident in which they helped one another in the midst of raining bullets, 
giving no thought to being killed, it proved all the more that Chinese women are 
courageous and determined and, though often victims of tricks and conspiracies and 
suppressed and restrained for thousands of years, can never be vanquished." About 
"helping one another in the midst of raining bullets, giving no thought to being 
killed," Lu Xun said: "What soul-stirring greatness they have shown!" 


Chinese women's status improved somewhat after the May Fourth Movement. Since 
liberation it may be said that men and women enjoy equal status. Recently we have 
often heard people say that capitalist society has this or that kind of merit. This 
is pure ignorance. Capitalist society cannot even provide men and women with equal 
pay for equal work. An item appearing in the newspapers not long ago reported that 
even the men and women staff workers in the United Nations did not enjoy equality. 
Socialism has created favorable conditions for making love the basis of the husband- 
wife relationship, for men and women to be equal and to respect each other. But what 
are the realities? Our men and women compatriots would do well the review Lu Xun's 
teachings and give them careful thought. 


Lu Xun wrote “How Should We Act as Parents Now" in October 1919. This "now" has 
long since become the "past," but the theme of the article has not lost its 
Significance. He said that the phenomena of the living world are: 1) to preserve 
life; 2) to carry on life; and 3) to develop life. Mankind is no exception. To 
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preserve life it is necessary to satisfy the appetite for food. To carry on life, 

it is necessary to have sexual relations, and having children is the result of the 
relations, not a matter of “kindness." To develop life, one must make the young his 
or her principal charge and fulfill one's responsibility as a parent and not demand 
"“repayment™ of kindness. Since sexual relations are necessary to carry on life, there 
is nothing “unclean” about them. Relations between parents and children are not those 
of bestowing "kindness" and “repaying™ in kind. The basis of this relationship should 
be "love," which is an innate emotion of living creatures and which has been ennobied 
by human beings. This is a simple truth, yet a complete turnaround of feudal ethics. 
That is why Lu Xun said: "This is a great and important thing, but also an extremely 
difficult and arduous thing.” He hoped to “begin with those who have awakened, 

having them liberate their own children. They should themselves carry the burden 

of following what went on before, hold their shoulders against the lock-gate of darkness, 
and let their children go to the bright places in order to live a happy and rational 
life." It has been 60 years since then. People should have achieved a much higher 
degree of awakening, yet I'm not sure how many parents there are who regard sexual 
relations as a clean thing, who truly love their children and fulfill their responsi- 
bilities toward them and do not regard them as debtors and demand repayment from their 
children. I only believe that parents would do well to review Lu Xun's teachings 

and think them over carefully. 





In the 10 years of turmoil, relationships between teachers and students became so 
bad that a lect of people were very aggrieved and broken-hearted. After a few years' 
effort to set to rights things thrown into disorder, the situation has improved 
greatly. Lu Xun also set a good example for us in this respect. Zhang Taiyan and 
were two of Lu Xun's teachers whom he respected very much. He 
had high praise for Zhang Taiyan: "A look at this life shows that he went to the 
gates of the presidential mansion, using the big medal as a fan pendant, and denounced 
Yuan Shikai for harboring evil intentions and as having no equal in this respect. 
Zhang was pursued and arrested seven times and thrown into prison three times. As 
one with indomitable revolutionary will he, too, had no equal. Such a person represents 
the spirit of the sages and is an example for young people." (From "A Few Things 
about Master Zhang Taiyan") At the same time, Lu Xun did not try to cover up Zhang's 
"flaws in a piece of white jade." He regretted that in his last years Zhang Taiyan 
was "completely cut off. from the world." 


In his letter to Cao Juren, Lu Xun said: "The respect paid to teachers in ancient 
times was indeed excessive. I am strongly against it. If a teacher behaves preposter- 
ously, we might as well rebel against him. But if a teacher has committed no crime 
and is falsely accused, we mustn't seize the opportunity to sink a stone so as to save 
ourselves and make the enemy happy. Master Taiyan taught me in primary school. Later, 
as I began to advocate writing in the vernacular, I did not dare go and see him any 
more. Then when he advocated the dart-throwing game, in my heart I believed it to 

be wrong. But when the Kuomintang tried to confiscate that tumbledown house of his, 

I really could not smile obsequiously at the authorities. If I were to meet him in 
later days I would continue to treat him with great respect (and Master Taiyan never 
put on a’ it airs when seeing his pupils but was always as amiable as a friend). 

I belie ; would be the proper relationship between teacher and pupil." 


Sneaking of another teacherof his, Fujino Genkuro, Lu Xun said: "I think of him 
often. Of all those I regard as my teachers, he inspired the greatest gratitude in 
me and gave me the greatest encouragement." Fujino's influence contributed to 

Lu Xun's responsible, meticulous and untiring attitude toward work. 
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If our teachers could learn from Zhang Taiyan and Fujino, and our students could 
learn from Lu Xun, we would have perfect teacher-student relationships. 


Lu Xun valued friendship highly, but he had his own principles regarding making 
friends: “Nowadays many critics say that I lose my temper easily. Actually I have 
never been the kind to make friends or enemies over a small matter. I have quite 

a number of old friends of several score years’ standing. The important thing is to 
overlook small matters and pay attention to big matters." (Letter to Cao Juren, 

21 February 1936) 


When the Weiming Society first published the semimonthly MANG YUAN [WILDERNESS] in 
1926, very few people wrote for it. It was Lu Xun who encouraged Lin Yutang to write, 
and the two became friends. By the time Lu Xun went to Shanghai he was already a 
communist believer with a clearcut stand, waging war against monsters of all kinds 
with sharp, dagger-like essays. Lin Yutang, on the other hand, started the magazine 
LUN YU [DISCOURSE] and advocated the writing of meaningless short works. To save 
him Lu Xun wrote to him suggesting that he translate some English literary classics, 
as these would be more beneficial to the Chinese readers. Lin Yutang replied: "Wait 
till he gets old." Lu Xun said: "“Yutang is in a blind alley, and, though indignant, 
he is having a good time. I haven't enough strength to pull him out of the alley." 
(Letter to Cao Juren, 13 August 1934) 


But Lin Yutang’s attacks became more and more scurrilous. He published “Eight 
Maladies in Modernday Writing" in the 20 August 1935 issue of the magazine REN JIAN 
SHI [HUMAN WORLD]: "...As for literature, he would introduce a Polish poet one day 
and a famous Czech writer the next. As for the works of the already famous British, 
American, French and German writers, he regards them as stale and outworn and has no 
desire to make a deeper and more thorough study. It is like a woman trying always 

to follow the newest fashions. In the last analysis, it is the fault of the desire 

to fawn on others. It is like on lamenting her plight to be born a woman who has 

to use her looks to win others’ favors. The bitterness is beyond words...." Lin 
Yutang maligned Lu Xun, saying he was unfit to be a writer and would be “more suitabke 
as a foreigners’ servant.” Lu Xun wrote "Title Undecided" (I-III) and deftly outlined 
Lin Yutang's “foreigners' servant's look," giving a loud slap in Lin's face: "This 
‘new fashion’ began...30 years ago, at the time of my "Mouluoshi Lishuo". At the 

time the Manchus were ruling China and the Hans were repressed. The situation in 
China was much like that in Poland, so the reading of Polish poetry struck a respon- 
sive chord in the heart. Not only did I have no intention of serving the big powers, 
I did not have the slightest intention of fawning on others.... But the fortunate 
young people growing up in the republic know nothing about this. As for the lackeys 
who attach themselves to the powerful and the whelps who worship money, they naturally 
understand even less." 


In his article Lu Xun explained the "foreigners' servant's look" as follows: 
“Hesitating between the Chinese and the foreigner, moving between master and slave, 
such is the ‘foreigners’ servant's look’ now in the metropolis infested with foreign 
adventurers." People with the “foreigners’ servant's look" are servile to "foreigners,' 
demeaning themselves to the powerful, while strutting arrogantly in front of the 
"Chinese" to show “self-importance”. They are the deadly enemies of national dignity, 
the worms of national civilization. All those who blindly worship all things foreign 
and fawn upon foreigners and pick up the skins and hairs and bits and pieces of 

things foreign so that they can look down on their own compatriots are all the scum 

of the nation with the "foreigners’ servant's look." This "foreigners' servant's look" 
as dissected by Lu Xun is of profound typical significance and merits our thoughtful 
consideration as we build a socialist spiritual civilization. 
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Lu Xun's noble friendship and warm comradely love for two communist martyrs, 

Ju Qiubai and Rou Shi, are monuments of socialist spiritual civilization, fine 
examples of human relationship, and worthy of our eternal praise. From autumn 1931 

to autumn 1935, when Qiubai left Shanghai for the central authorities of the [Chinese] 
Soviet area in Ruijin, they began corresponding with each other, addressing each other 
as "respected and beloved comrade," then they met and with "respected and beloved 
comradely feeling" waged struggles together by writing essays. It was a time when 
the white terror was rampant, and several times Qiubai had to take refuge in Lu Xun's 
home. Lu Xun wrote a couplet: "To have one bosom friend in one's lifetime is more 
than enough. I will regard him as my own brother in this world." Qiubai hung this 
couplet on the wall of his home. News of Qiubai's execution at the hands of the 
enemy in the autumn of 1935 grieved Lu Xun deeply. Though ill, he compiled and 
edited his friend's writings under the title "Hai Shang Shu Lin." Lu Xun himself 

died soon after the first volume was published. The stories of their militant 
friendship will always live in people's hearts. 


Lu Xun made the acquaintance of martyr Rou Shi in the summer of 1928. The first 
thing Lu Xun did was to help him overcome the difficulties in liveliehood. Later 
Rou Shi became Lu Xun's assistant, and the relationship between them was a close one. 
Together they started the Morning Blossom Society, introduced the literature of 
eastern and northern Europe and graphic arts from abroad. They continued to cooper- 
ate well after the forming of the League of Leftwing Writers. On 17 January 1930, 
Rou Shi and more than 30 other Communist Party members were arrested at a meeting. 
They were executed by the Kuomintang reactionaries on the night or morning of 

7-8 February. Those executed at the same time included Bai Mang, Hu Yeping, Feng Keng 
and Li Weisen. For this Lu Xun wrote a memorial article entitled "In Memory of 
Forgetting." To express his protest of grief and indignation, he wrote "China's 
Proletarian Revolutionary Literature and the Pioneers’ Blood" published inside the 
country, and "The Present Situation in the Literary and Art Cirlces of Dark China" 
published abroad. But he was optimistic about the future: "The leftwing literature 
and art has the support of the broad masses of revolutionary readers. The ‘future’ 
belongs to this side." "But I know that even if it isn't I, there will be a time 
when they will be remembered and talked about." 


Of course, Lu Xun was able to forge such lofty friendships with Ju Qiubai and Rou 

Shi not because of personal relationships but because they all had great communist 
ideals and the experience of fighting together for those ideals. Viewing Lu Xun's 
words and deeds throughout his life through these ideals and experiences, I consider 
that in spirit they are consistent with the four basic principles presently put forward 
by our party. Therefore it is of very important practical significance to review 

his teachings and to learn from him. In "My View on Chastity," written back in 

July 1918, he pointed out that "the light of dawn has long been shining before the 
eyes of mankind." The "dawning life of a new century" mentioned in "Randam Thoughts" 
No 59 written in 1919 actually referred to the Russian socialist revolution. This 
showed that Lu Xun had long aspired to socialism. Of course, one always has to go 
through a process in order to learn and master Marxism-Leninism, to fight courageously 
for the realization of communism. I will not go into that here. In "We Will No 
Longer Be Deceived," written in 1932, Lu Xun wrote: "...Is not dictatorship of the 
proletariat exercised for the realization of proletarian society in the future? As 
long as one does not try to murder it, it will naturally succeed early and classes 
will die out early..." In "A Reply to International Literary Society," he wrote: 
"Early on I became aware of the corruption of the old society. I hoped for the rise 
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of a new society, but I did not know what this ‘new' should be like, nor was I 

sure that the rise of the ‘new’ would really be a good thing. It was only after 

the October Revolution that I came to know that the creator of the 'new' society was 

the proletariat. But due to the counter propaganda conducted by the capitalist 
countries, I was still cool toward the October Revolution, even doubtful about it. 

Now that the Soviet Union exists and has succeeded, I firmly believe that the proletarian 
society will definitely emerge. Not only have my doubts been completely swept away, 

I have gained a great deal in courage." Socialism and the dictatorship of the prole- 
tariat became Lu Xun's firm conviction, clearcut direction, and practical guide to 
action. 


After the workers and peasants Red Army victoriously reached northern Shaanxi, Lu Xun 
cabled a congratulatory message to the party Central Committee: “The hopes of China 
and mankind rest with you." He firmly believed in and supported the leadership of 
the Chinese Communist Party and so said in "A Reply to Xu Maoyong Concerning the 
Problems of the Anti-Japanese United Front": ...I have seen and I support the policy 
of the anti-Japanese united front which China's present-day revolutionary party has 
put before the entire people. I unconditionally join this front, because I'm not 
only a writer, but also Chinese. I believe this policy to be most correct...." In 
his "Letter in Reply to the Trotskyites," he wrote: "I consider it am honor to be 
able to call my comrades those who, with their feet on the ground, truly wage a 
Sanguinary fight for the existence of the Chinese people today." Sincere feelings, 
correct ideology, forthright language, a clearcut stand, lofty ideals--all this 
interweaves into the image of a great communist. 





Lu Xun came into contact with Marxism at a very early date. It was after he came 

to Shanghai that he began to study it systematically and apply it flexibly. In 

his letter to Suyuan dated 22 July 1928, he said: "I have also read some of the 
books presenting critical reviews of literature and art from the viewpoint of historical 
materialism. I think the reviews are frank and straightforward. They clarified 

many ambiguous and difficult questions." Lu Xun returned to Peking in May 1929. In 
his conversation with me he said that he thought Marxism was the most lucid and 
forthright philosophy, that using the Marxist v,jewpoint had cleared up for him many 
problems that once seemed too complex for an answer. His competent application of 
Marxist viewpoints and methods contributed to the brilliance of his later essays. 

Yet I have heard that one young student of liberal arts held that Lu Xun's later 
works were far inferior to his early ones because he became a communist believing 

in Marxism-Leninism. Actually Lu Xun stated clearly in "Self-Preface to ‘Selections 
by Myself'" written on 14 December 1932: "These can be called ‘command literature.' 
But what I followed were commands of the revolutionary pioneers of the time and 
definitely not the imperialdecrees of emperors or the officer's swords of Jin Yuan 

He Zhen," The "these" here refers to the short stories included in "Call to Arms-- 
precisely the works the young student with his enlightened views seemed to consider 
fairly good works. The “revolutionary pioneers" of the time refers to Chen Duxiu, 

a progressive thinker of the time and later one of the founders of the Communist 
Party, and martyr Li Dazhao, a friend of Lu Xun's. The "Call to Arms" and other works 
of his early days are treasured gems of Chinese literature. The essays of his later 
days are also unique literary classics with a rich national style. These are not 
spontaneous outbursts of genius, like the heavenly horse roaming the skies. (Of 
course we do not deny genius and its role.) Lu Xun's guiding ideas played a positive 
role. However, I do not want to go into that today. I have spoken too long and so 
will conclude here.

UNHEALTHY PRACTICES BY JOURNAL EDITORS, PUBLISHERS HIT 
Taiyuan SHANXI RIBAO in Chinese 15 Oct 81 p 4

Literature’; Rambling From the P.blication of Articles Under Other People's 
Names" ] 


[Text] On 8 October, the "Yellow River" supplement of SHANXI RIBAO published a 
reader's letter which exposed the following matter: Twice in a row, some pub- 
lished articles have appeared in the newspapers under other people's names. 

It was said that one impostor even admitted that since so-and-so had gotten so 
many of his manuscripts published in the newspapers and journals, the possibii- 
ity that his work would be published was greater, and this was why [the impostor] 
had simply signed that man's name. 


From this practice of publishing articles under other people's names, we can't 
help thinking of another matter. Some time ago, the authors of certain works 
published in certain literary and art journals that proved ideologically 
erroneous in content and that conspicuously lacked artistic authenticity 
happened to be mostly so-called "reputable authors," and some of them were 
actually well-known authors. In some of these works, the ideological content 
violated the spirit of the Third Plenary Session of the llth Party Central Com- 
mittee, and the stories and details of some of them proved queer and puzzling, 
violated the logic of life, and were contrary to natural sentiments and reasoning. 
With respect to questions of this sort, even an ordinary reader, not to mention 
the editor of the journal, would have had no difficulty discovering them. Yet 
works of this kind ultimately found it possible to be accepted for publication 
by our journals, and some of them were even made into movies. These manuscripts 
may be said to have seemed to possess magic powers so that they could get their 
way without hindrance. 


Who turned on the green light for them? We don't think this requires excessive 
scrutiny. As in the period of the "gang of four," once criticism was aired 
against a work, it would implicate the author's entire clan, drag in the editor 
or the reader, turn up some clique, or fabricate some nonexistent criminal 
offense. This was truly evildoing. But if we analyze them carefully, the 
reason why some works that were marked by serious mistakes could still get their 
way without hindrance constituted, in fact, an indication of a tendency toward 
"liberalization" and a result of laxity and feebleness on the part of leadership 
and absence of someone keeping watch. Those who turned on the green light for

works that were marked by serious mistakes may be roughly divided into two kinds: 
one kind consisted of those whose thinking happened to be similar. Since the 
ideological inclination of a given work just happened to placate their erroneous 
trend of thought, a sympathetic response was therefore aroused. If you should 
say that the ideological content of the work does not tally with the four basic 
principles, they would say that only this could suggest emancipation of our 
thinking; if you should say that the work lacks artistic authenticity, they would 
say that you don't understand literature and you don't understand art. Actually, 
determination of a good or bad literary or artistic work requires both profound 
theory and commonsense. Just as a colloquial saying puts it: Even if one has not 
eaten any pork, one cannot possibly have missed seeing a pig walk! Even a person 
ignorant of how to write a novel can read novels from time to time and thereby 
become knowledgeable as to which ones are good and which are bad, and even a 
person who cannot take any roie in a play is nonetheless capable of criticizing 

a play. This is the same as everyone's being able to appraise the taste of his 
food. And this shows that the common people's views should also be heard. Ifa 
work is treasured by the author himself but not welcomed by the common people, 
and yet he chooses to designate it as superior, to brag about it as being flaw- 
less, and to have it published in a hurry, he is liable to run into a mess. 


Secondly, some people in literary and art circles have also become contaminated 
by devious practices. Whether or not any "“name-worship-ism" has existed among 
some newspaper and ‘osurnal editors, we outsiders have no way of knowing; still 
less do we dare ati. h any "label" by calling it an "ism." Let's just say "name- 
worship thinking." But we think that the “art of establishing contacts" has 
actually penetrated literary and art circles and that "exchange literature" 
actually exists. Certain literary and art journals are particularly sensitive 
to “reputation.” As long as a work is produced by a reputable author, no change 
will be made and it will be published as is. Not to mention stories with plots 
and details as inappropriate as English cake. Even when erroneous tendencies in 
ideological content are involved, who would dare to inform the author and ask him 
to change? That would affect the work of a reputable author, so how can that be 
done?! With this kind of name-worship thinking, a manuscript is thus not judged 
according to the writing but according to the person in question. This is bound 
to nurture a tendency of "liberalization" so that the publications become “run by 
like-minded people." Some works that were marked by serious mistakes were pub- 
lished precisely under such circumstances. In the case of some authors, once 
they achieve a little reputation they immediately stop working carefully to put 
out fine products and, instead, begin to resort to slipshod production. In worse 
cases, some become enthused about practicing diplomacy and establishing contacts. 
Under their pens, news reportage could develop randomly into a preposterous novel 
on 1 complicated legal case, and a minute detail from an old story could evolve 
into a vulgar novel. As for social effects, they take none of them into consid- 
eration at all. Just because they enjoy some "slight reputation," there is really 
nothing to be concerned about; their works of this kind will still get published 
somewhere. 


It would be good if reputable persons were to write only reputable works. But 
reputable authors and reputable works are not becoming more numerous today; 
instead, they are still scarce. If there could be more and more reputable 
authors and reputable works emerging on the socialist literary and art front, 








that naturally would be welcomed by the masses of people. But if a reputable 
author writes a work marked by serious mistakes, the editor should, out of his 
concern for the author himself, if not out of a sense of responsibility toward 
society and the readers, most certainly keep watch and fulfill his own duty and 
not be affected by the "reputation" of the reputable person in question. Other- 
wise, because of the editor's dereliction, the transaction might in the end 
endanger society and also harm the author himself. 


Once comrades who run a journal acquire such name-worship thinking, they fail to 
judge manuscripts according to the writing involved and to accept or reject them 
on the basis of quality, but [judge them] according to the persons involved, and 
accept or reject them on the basis of reputation. They pay scarce attention to 
works by the “little people," or even refuse to look at them and return then, 
thus becoming irresponsible. When occasionally one or two articles by unknown 
persons are accepted for publication, they still rack their brains to edit them 
until they are no longer recognizable. This greatly impedes the process of 
training literary youths and discovering and fostering new authors and new works. 
As a matter of fact, it constitutes an obstacle. 





As for "exchange literature," it suggests that some editors of newspapers and 
journals choose to bring the “art of establishing contacts" into the literary 
realm, so that you preside over a battleground, I occupy a territory, you issue 
my works, I publish your collections, and hence we take care of each other and 
utilize each other. Whatever may be said about “raising quality" and whatever 
may be said about "strictly keeping watch," one “account based on established 
contacts" breaks through everything. In the case of those works that are 
marked by erroneous tendencies in ideological content and those works that lack 
artistic authenticity, one "line based on established contacts" also connects 
the green light. It has been said that some time ago, the work published by a 
local journal in our province that was marked by mistakes in ideological content 
and that lacked sufficient artistic authenticity was none other than a piece of 
“exchange literature." 


As we ramble from the publication of articles under other people's names to 
problems with individual newspapers and journals, we can clearly see that devious 
practices in literary and art editing and publishing are seriously endangering 
the healthy development of our socialist literature and art. How important and 
how extremely necessary it is to strengthen the party's leadership and establish 
a fine work style in the literary and art editing and publishing departments!

ZHEJIANG INSISTS ON FAIRNESS IN ASSIGNING COLLEGE GRADUATES

Graduates" ] 


[Text] The Committee for Inspecting Discipline of the CCP Zhejiang Provincial Com- 
mittee issued a “Circular on Stopping Unhealthy Trend in the Practice of Assigning 
College Graduates" yesterday. Its full text reads as follows: 


The practice of assigning the first batch of graduates at institutions of higher 
learning after the revival of the entrance examination system for such institu- 
tions is to be carried out during the winter recess of this year. To do a good 
job in assigning these graduates is an important task of the state in fostering 
talents, and it is of great significance to the readjustment of the national econ- 
omy and the construction of modernization. Since the issuance by the Central Com 
mission of Inspecting Discipline of the "Circular on Prohibition of Interference 
in the Assigning of College Graduates" in July 1979, the general situation con- 
cerning the assigning of graduates in our province has been fine. But a small nunm- 
ber of cadres, or even some leading cadres, have not been conscious enough while 
they continued to take a hand in, and thereby interfered with, the assigning of 
graduates. Through various channels, they established contacts, passed on (ap- 
proved) request slips, and knocked on back doors so as to convey their demand to 
have their own, or their relatives’ and friends’ children retained in the cities 
and assigned to good places of work. This has caused resentment on the part of 
the cadres and the masses. Together with pertinent departments and the department 
of inspecting discipline of the party at all levels should carry out resolute 
struggles against such practices which are in violation of party discipline and 
ruinous to the party's workstyle. In order to maintain party regulations and 
party laws, restore and give scope to the party's fine traditions and firmly stop 
the unhealthy trend in the practice of assigning graduates of institutions of 
higher learning, the following points are hereby circulated to all: 


1. Leading cadres at various levels must run their affairs genuinely according 
to the party's policies and relevant regulations; they are now allowed to resort 
to “the art of establishing contacts"; they are strictly forbidden from opening 
their back doors or presenting gifts; no one is allowed to approve request slips 
or plead for favoritism; and no one is allowed to ask for graduates by their names. 
Employing departments shall rot have any hand in the assigning of graduates, nor 
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go to the various institutions to select graduates privately. Once such situa- 
tions are discovered, the concerned departments must firmly resist them and report 
them to the Department of Inspecting Discipline. 


2. Party-member cadres, especially leading cadres, must set personal example in 
Strictly observing pertinent policies and regulations of the party and the state 
and educate and support their own children to abide by state assignments. They 
are not allowed to-establish contacts, knock on back doors, nor look for places 
of work on their own, nor interfere with the assigning of graduates. When the 
families of individual graduates encounter special difficulties and their cases 
are certified by their organizations and verified through investigation, appro- 
priate care should be provided according to relevant policies and regulations. 
But no one shall be allowed to fabricate situations or resort to false certifica- 
tion; once such antics of fabrication and falsification are discovered, solemn 
measures must be adopted in time to handle them. 





Graduates should obey the state's uniform assignments to go to the basic levels, 
the trying places, and the places where the motherland needs them most in order 
to dedicate their strength to the building of a modern socialist motherland. 


3. Working departments and working personnel of all levels, especially leading 
cadres, in charge of assigning graduates must strictly carry out the pertinent 
policies and regulations of the party and the state, adhere to principles, run 
their affairs in the spirit of fairness, refrain from playing favoritism, refrain 
from accepting bribes, and, before the assignment lists are published, refrain 
from revealing them. 


4. In conjunction with concerned departments, departments of inspecting disci- 
pline at various levels should seriously inspect the assigning of graduates; where 
violators of this circular are discovered, they should be solemnly handled accord- 
ing to the seriousness of the given situations. The vast ranks of the party mem- 
bers, cadres, the masses and the graduates themselves must carry out resolute 
struggles against devious practices in the assigning work and «do a good job in the 
assigning of this first batch of graduates from the institutions of higher learn- 
ing.

ILLEGAL HOUSE BUILDING PROHIBITED IN COUNTIES OF GUANGDONG

{[Article: “Learn From the Experience of the Longchuan County Party Committee, 
Overcome the State of Laxity and Feebleness--Qiongshan and Chaoyang County Commit- 
tees Are Determined to Stop Party-member Cadres' Devious Practice of Illegally 
Building Private Houses"] 


[Text] Recently, the Qiongshan county party committee studied the spirit of the 
Central Commission of Inspecting Discipline circular on resolutely stopping party- 
member cadres from taking advantage of their office and power to illegally build 
private houses and the experience of the Longchuan county party committee, orga- 
nized various forces, and further strengthened the struggle against devious prac- 
tices in the economic realm. 


As early as the beginning of September this year, members of the Qiongshan county 
party committee leadership carried out analyses and studies through their study of 
the "Resolution" while taking into consideration the actual situation in their own 
county; they discovered that at present, the masses are reacting vehemently to the 
illegal building of private houses and other devious practices perpetrated in the 
economic realm by certain cadres who took advantage of their office and power in 
doing so. Therefore, the county party committee decided to grasp the arresting 

of such devious practices in the economic realm as an important aspect of the 
rectification of unhealthy trends within the party ranks. They transferred more 
than 110 cadres from various departments and organized them into economic policy 
investigation groups and, led personally by the county party committee leaders, 
these groups were sent deep into various organs, enterprises, and communes and 
production brigades in the countryside to carry out investigations. Of late, the 
county party committee studied the spirit of the Central Commission of Inspecting 
Discipline's circular, and also the reports in NANFANG RIBAO on how leading cadres 
of counties like Xinhui and Longchuan took advantage of their office and power and 
illegally built private houses; as a result, their determination to struggle 
against devious practices became even further strengthened. In the month of Octo- 
ber, the county party committee again organized inspection groups to go down to 
the countryside and the various organs to inspect devious practices. 


In carrying out its struggle against such devious practices in the economic realn, 
the Qiongshan county party committee first proceeded from questions to which the 
masses had reacted rather vehemently; when a case was discovered, it was immedi- 
ately investigated, so that all problems would be solved in a down-to-earth manner. 
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For instance, in the case of the question of Cai Yingcai [5591 5391 2088], secre- 
tary of the party committee of Lingshan Commune, who illegally built his private 
house in the city, according to revelation by cadres and the masses, after the 
county party committee's working group basically unraveled it through more than 
20 days of investigation in cooperation with the commune party committee, its 
facts of wrong-doing were immediately circularized throughout the county. They 
decided to turn over to the state the private house which Cai Yingcai had built 

by illegally appropriating the properties of the commune and the production bri- 
gades. They had Cai's office suspended and ordered him to examine himself, while 
other questions relating to him were continually investigated, so that his case 
could be further handled according to the details of his wrong-doing and his atti- 
tude in perceiving such wrong-doing on his own part. The timely handling of these 
questions aroused enthusiastic reaction in the county; the masses applauded it 
with heartfelt pleasure. At present, the Qiongshan county party committee is con- 
tinuing to grasp closely the struggle against devious practices in the economic 
realm, and it is determined to achieve even greater results in doing so. 





Again, according to a report in SHANTOU RIBAO, in learning from the experience of 
the Longchuan county party committee, the CCP Chaoyang county committee is deter- 
mined to overcome the state of laxity and feebleness, make the party discipline 
strict, and rectify the devious practice on the part of certain leading cadres in 
that county in abusing their office and power and illegally building their private 
houses. 


The Chaoyang county party committee maintains that such a report concerning the 
incident of a part of the standing committee members of the Longchuan county party 
committee violating the law and discipline and building their houses is of realis- 
tic guiding significance. Similar questions exist not only in Longchuan but like- 
wise in Chaoyang. The Chaoyang county party committee has during the past few 
years also repeatedly grasped the devious trend of cadres taking advantage of their 
office and power and building their private houses. The county party committee has 
issued relevant documents in this regard and also grasped the question of how the 
former secretary of the Heping Commune party committee exercised his power in his 
own interest by building a "secretary's mansion," and handed down an organizational 
adjudication. But it did not grasp this case very seriously, so that some cadres 
did not take any warning from it and continued to take advantage of their office 
and power in working on their pleasure nests. According to a preliminary investi- 
gation, a part of leading cadres in the county from the level of deputy bureau 
chief upward have built "single homes and separate compounds" in the city; some 

of them have also greatly exceeded the building space prescribed by the superior 
level; some appropriated building materials of the collective or the state; some 
randomly drafted labor forces and transportation facilities from the collective 

or their respective units. All this has wrought a very bad influence upon the 
masses. This time, the county party committee imitated the approach of the Long- 
chuan county party committee; apart from positively educating those cadres who had 
built their houses in violation of existing regulations, it also conducted finan- 
cial investigations according to their respective situations and, in certain seri- 
ous individual cases, it also administered organizational punishments. They re- 
iterated the State Council circular on the house-building question and are deter- 
mined to arrest various devious practices in the house-building question.
